Ample and repeated proofs of the esteem and 
continence in which lie was held by his fe.low 
countrym en were m anifested by the > lection to 
offices of the most im portant trust and highest 
dignity, and. at length, full of years and honors, 
he lias been bed at rest am idst general sorrow 
and benediction. 
The Constitution, which requires those chosen 
to legislate for the people to annually meet in 
the discharge of their solemn tru t, also requires 
the President to give to Congress the inform a­ 
tion of the state ol tee Union, and recommend 
to their consideration such m easures as be shall 
deem necessary to expedite. At the threshold 
of a com pliance with these constitutional direc­ 
tions, it is well for us to hear in m ind th at our 
usefulness to the people's interests will he pro­ 
moted by a constant appreciation of the scope 
and character of our respective duties, as they 
relate to Federal legislation. While the Ex 
eeutivc may recommend such m easures as lie 
•hall deem expedient, the responsibility for 
legislative action must and should rest 'upon 
those selected by the people to m ake their laws. 
The contem plation of the grave and responsible 
functions assigned totho Executive branches of 
the Government under the Constitution will 
disclose the partitions of power between our 
respective departm ents and their necessary in­ 
dependence. and also the need for the exercise 
of all the power intrusted to each in that spirit 
of comity and co-operation which is essential to 
the proper fulfillment of the patriotic obliga­ 
tions which rest upon us as faithful servants of 
the people.

OUR RELATIONS WITH FOREIGN NATIONS. 
li is gratifying to announce th at the relations 
of the United states with all powers continue to 
be friendly. Our position, alter nearly a century 
of successful constitutional governm ent, m ain­ 
tenance of good faith in all our engagements, 
the avoidance of com plications with other n a­ 
tions, and consistent and am icable attitude to­ 
w ard the strong and 
emit a lii... .'urnish 
roof 
of a political disposition which renders profe­ 
sión» of good will unnecessary. 
There are tio 
questions of difficulty pending with any foreign 
ucvernm eut. 
The Argentine Government has revived the 
long dorm ant question of the Falkland Islands, 
by claim ing from tin* I ui'.ed States indem nity 
lor their h*ss attributed to the netiouof the com ­ 
m ander of tlie sloop of-war I.exington in break­ 
ing up a colony on these islands in UM l.and 
their subsequent occupation by Great Britain 
111 view of tiie am ple justification for the act of 
the Lexington, and the direct condition of the 
islands before aud a lt., their alleged occupation 
by Argentine colonists, this Governm ent holds 
th at this claim is wholly groundless. 
The question has arisen with the Government 
of Austro-Hungary touching tiie representation 
of the United states at Vienna. Having, under 
my constitutional prerogative, appointed an es­ 
tim able citizen or unim peaohed probity and 
com petence as Minister at that court, the Gov­ 
ernm ent of Austro Hungary invited this Gov­ 
ernm ent to e cognizance of certain exceptions 
based upon allegations against the personal 
acceptability of M r. K« ily, the appointed Envoy, 
asking that, in view thereof, the appointm ent 
should tie withdrawn. The reasons advanced 
were such as could not he acquiesced in w ith­ 
out a violation of my oath of office aud the pre­ 
cepts of the Constitution, since they necessarv 
involved a lim itation in favor of a foreign Gov­ 
ernm ent U[<m the right of selection by the Ex­ 
ecutive. aud required such an application of a 
religious test as a qualification ior office under 
tiie I ufied Stales c.s would llave resulted in the 
practical disfranchisem ent of u large class of 
our citizens anti the abandonm ent of a vital 
principle of our Government. The Austro-Hun­ 
garian Government finally decided not to re­ 
ceive Mr. Keily as the Envoy of the United 
States, and tiiat gentlem an since resigned his 
commission, leaving ihe post vacant. 
I have 
nnul# no now n 'imimt on, aud tin inicn-w of 
this Government at Vienna arc now in the hands 
of the Secretary of I.e.'at ion as Charge d ’Affaires 
ad interim . 
As early as March last w ar broke out in Cen­ 
tral America, causo 1 by the attem pt of Guate­ 
m ala to consolidate the several States into a 
single Government, in this contest between 
our ncighiH.ring Stales the United States for- 
l>ore to interfere a lively. Inn lent the Hid o f 
th eir friendly offices in deprecation of war. and 
lo promote peace and concord sm oug the bellig­ 
erents, and by such counsel contributed im por­ 
tantly to th e restoration id tranquillity in th at I 
locality. 
I 
The emergenc ies growing out of the civil war 
in tiie United m ates of Colombia dem anded of 
the Government at the beginning of this adm in­ 
istration the employment of an arm ed force to 
fulfill its guarantees under the Thirty-fifth Arti­ 
cle of the Treaty of 1S16, in order to keep the 
transit open ceros- the Isthm us of I'aim ina. 
Desirous of exercising only tin- pow er expressly 
reserved to us by the treaty, and m indful oi the 
rights of Colombia, the forces sent to the Isth­ 
mus were instructed to confine th eir action to 
positively aud efficaciously preventing the tran ­ 
sit Rnd iisaccessories from being “ intercepted 
and em barrassed.'' The execution of this deli­ 
cate and responsible task tit-cessari'v involved 
l>olice control where the local authority was 
tem porarily poweiless, hut always in aid of the 
sovereignty of Colombia. The prompt und suc­ 
cessful fulfillment of its duty by this Govern­ 
m ent was highly appreciated by the Govern­ 
m ent of Colombia, aud lias been followed by an 
expression of its salisiaction and high praise to 
the officers nud men engaged in this service. 
The restoration of peace on the Isthm us by the 
re-establishm ent of the constituted Government 
there being thus accomplished, the forces of the 
United States wen* withdrawn. 
Fending these occurrences a question of much 
im[Mirtanee was presented by decrees of the Co­ 
lombian Government, proclaiming the closure 
ot certain p>rts then in the handsqf insurgents 
and declaring vessels held by the revolutionists 
to ice liable to capture by any Power. To neither 
of these propositions c ould the United States as­ 
sent. An effective closure of is.rts not in the 
possession of the Government but held by the 
hostile partisans could not be recognized, neither 
could the i csselsof insurgents against the legiti­ 
m ate sovereignly he deem ed hoett* human!generic 
within the precept of international law,'what- ¡ 
ever m ight he the definition or penally ot their ! 
acts under i!ie m unicipal laws of the State ! 
against whose authority they were in revolt. I 
The denial by this Government of the Colombian ! 
proposition aid not, however, imply the adrais- 
Kiou ot a 1-elHgerem status on tiie ¡w:rl of the in- ! 
•urgent*. T h-C olom bian Governm ent has ex ­ 
pressed ics willingness to negotiation conven- 1 
tioiis tor toe adjustm ent by arbitration of claim s !

Hie interest of the United States in a praeti- j 
ChIuc transit ior slops across the strip ot laud * 
separating the Atlantic nun the Pacific- has i 
been repeatedly m anifested during the last half ’ 
century. 
My im m ediate predecessor caused to ! 
be negotiated with Nicaragua a treaty for the 1 
construction by. ami at the sole cost of the i 
I uited blares, of a canal through Niearaguau Í 
territory, an.W aid it before the Senate 
Fend- 
ir,g the action of that body. 1 withdrew the I 
treaty lor re-exam ination. 
A ttentive consider- , 
ation ot its provisions leads m e lo w ithhold it ' 
from re submission to the Senate. M aintaining, 
as 1 do, the idea of a line of Presidents from i 


the vast resources of the great area committed 
to our charge, and to the cultivation of the arts 
of peace w ithin our borders, though jealously 
alert in preventing the American hem isphere 
from being involved in the politic ll problems 
and com plications of distant Governments. 
Therefore, I am unable to recommend a propo­ 
sition involving the param ount privileges of 
ow nership or right ouuside our own territory, 
when coupled with absolute am! unlim ited en­ 
gagem ents to defend the territorial integrity of 
the .-state w here such interests lie. 
While the general projec t ol connecting the 
two oceans by m eans of a canal is to lie encour­ 
aged, I am ot the opinion that any step to that 
end, to be considered w ith favor, should he free 
from the features al uded to. The Tehua tepee 
route is declared by engineers of the highest 
repute, and hv com petent scientist-, to afford 
an cutirely practical transit for vessels and car­ 
goes, and by m eans of a ship railway from the 
A tlantic to the Pacific The obvious advantages 
of such a route, if feasible, over others from the 
axial lines of traffic between Europe and the 
Pacific, and particularly between thevuftey of 
the Mississippi and tin- western ciei-r of North 
and south Americu, are deserving of considera­ 
tion. 
W hatever highw ay may l.e construct I a*T, - 
the barrier dividing the two gr. it- -: m aritim e 
areas of the world must be for tin- world's bene­ 
fit. a trust for m ankind, to he removed from the 
elianee of dom ination by any single Power, and 
not become a point of invitation of hostilities us 
a prize for w arlike am bition. All engagement 
combining the construction, ownership and 
operation of such a v.ork by ihis Government, 
w ith an offensive and defensive alliance for its 
protection w ith the foreign State whose respon­ 
sibilities and rights we would share, is, in’ my 
judgm ent, inconsistent with such dedication to 
universal and neutral use, und would, more­ 
over, entail m easures for its realization beyond 
the seojie of our national policy or present 
means. 
The lapse of years has abundantly confirmed 
the wisdom and foresight of those earlier ad­ 
m inistrations, w hich, long helor.' the conditions 
of m aritim e intercourse were changed and en­ 
larged bj the progress of the age. proclaim ed 
tbo need of luléreccauie traffic across th, com­ 
m ercial isthm us, and eonsccruted it t:i advance 
to the common use of m ankind by th eir positive 
dec larations und through the fonna! obligation 
of treaties 
Toward -noil realization .he cfibrt- 
df my adm inistration will lie applied, ever bear­ 
ing in m ind th p r im e pics on w hich it must le-t. 
and which were declared m no nne -rtain tones 
hv Mr. Cass w ho, while Secretare of State in 
1853, announced that: ‘ W hat tiie united States 
w ant in Gei tral America, next to the hupp.tie— 
ot the people, isth e security and neutrality of 
th - hilt roeeauic routes whioh lc d through It.'' 
The construction ot three transcontinental 
lines of railway: al! in successful operation 
wholly with n our territory, and uniting tiie 
A tlantic and F t ¡lie oceans, has h- 
l.econi- 
panied by results of u most interesting ami im ­ 
pressive nature, and Ims created new condi­ 
tions, not iu the routes o f com m erce only, hut 
in political geography, w hich power nil-. infi-.-t 
our relations towards und necessarily increase 
our interests in any trims isthm us route which 
may be opened and employed for the ends of 
neace and traffic, or, in other contingencies, tor 
use inim ical t i both. 
Transportation is a factor in the hosts of com­ 
modities scarcely second t > tlia to f their produc­ 
tion. und weighs u s heavily upon Hit; consumer. 
Our existence already has proved the great im ­ 
portance of huving the com petition between 
land carriage and water carriage fully devel­ 
oped, each acting «- a protection to the public 
against tiie tendencies of monopoly, which is 
inherent in the consolidation of wealth and 
power in the hands of vast corporations. These 
suggestions may serve to em phasize what I have 
already said oil the score of tiie necessity of 
neutralization of any interoeeanic transit.'aud 
this can only he accom plished by m aking the 
uses of the route open to all nations and subject 
to the am bition and warlike necessities of none. 
The draw ings and report of a recent survey of 
the Nicaragua Cana! Mute, m ake by Chief En­ 
gineer Monica!, w ill he com m unicated for vour 
inform ation.

The claim sof citizens of the United States for 
losses by reason o! the late m ilitary operations 
of c hile in Peru and Boliva, are the subject of a 
negotiation for a claims ¡convention w ith Chile, 
providing for their submission to arbitration. 


OL’ll RELATIONS WITH CHINA. 
The harm ony of our relations w ith China is 
fully sustained in the application of the Acts 
lately passed to execute tiie treaty of 1st», re­ 
strictive of the immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United States. Individual cases of hard­ 
ship have occurred beyond the power of the Ex- 
ecu'ivc to remedy, and calling for judicial de­ 
term ination. 
The condition of the Chinese question in the 
Western states and Territories is, despite this 
restrictive legislation, far from feeing satisfac­ 
tory'. The recent outbreak in Wvoming Terri­ 
tory, where num bers of unoffending Chinamen, 
indisputably within the protection of the treaties 
and the law , were m urdered by a mob, aud the 
still more recent threatened outbreak of the 
same character in Washington Territory, are 
still fresh in the m inds of all, and there is appre­ 
hension lest the bitterness of feeling against the 
Mongolian race on the Pacific slope may find 
vent in sim lar lawless dem onstration. 
" 
All the [lower of this Governm ent should be 
exerted to m aintain the am plest good faith to 
ward China in the treatm ent of these men. and 
the inflexible sternness of tiie law in bringing 
the wrongdoers to justice should he insisted 
upon. Every effort has been m ade hv this Gov­ 
ernm ent to cievent these violent outbreaks and 
to aid the representatives of China m their in ­ 
vestigation of these outrages; and it is but just 
to say (hat thi y Hre irareable to th . lawlessues- 
of men, not citizens of the United states, en 
gaged in com petition w ith Chinese laborers. 
Itaee prejudice is the chief factor in originat­ 
ing these disturbances, aud it exists iu a large 
part of our dom ain, jeopardizing our peace and 
the good relationship we try to m aintain w ith 
china. The adm itted right o f a Government Lo 
prevent the influx of elem ents hostile to its in­ 
ternal peace and security may not he ques­ 
tioned, even where there is no treaty stipulation 
on the subject. T hat the exclusion of chine-e 
labor is dem anded in oth. r count lies where like 
conditions prevail is strongly evidenced in the 
Dominion of Canada, where Chinese im m igra­ 
tion is now regulated by laws more exclusive 
than our own. If existing laws are inadequate 
to compass Hie end in view, 1 shall he prepared 
to give earnest consideration to uuv further re- 
mediii! measures w ithin the treaty tiruiis which 
the wisdom of Congress may devise. 


STATE OF THE CONGO. 
The independent State ot the Congo has been 
organized as a Government under the sover­ 
eignty of his Majesty, the King of the Belgians 
who assumes its chief m agistracy in his per­ 
sonal character only, without m aking the new 
shale a dependency on Belgium, it is fortunate 
that a benighted region, owing all it has of 
quickening civilization to the beneficence of 
the philanthropic spirit of the monarch, should 
have tiie advantage and security of his benevo­ 
lent supervision. 
The action taken by this Government last 
year, in being the first to recognize the flag of 
the International Association of the Congo, has 
been followed by a formal recognition of the 
new mi’.enm ity which succeeds to iis sovereign 
[lowers. 
A conference of delegates of the prin­ 
cipal commercial nations was he'd at Berlin 
last w inter to discuss m ethods ivhercbv the 
Congo basin m ight he kent open to the world's 
trade. Delegates attended on behalf of the 
United siuics mi the understanding that their 
part should lie m erely deliberative, without im ­ 
parting to the results any binding character, so 
far as the United Niales were concerned 
This 
reserve was due to the indisposition 01 tiiis Gov­ 
ernm ent to share ill any dis¡«,sal by uu interna- 
tiouiil Congress of jurisdictional ques ions con­ 
cerning foreign territories. The residís ,,f the 
conference were embodied iu 11 formal A t of 
the nature of our International Convention 
w hich laid down certain obligations pun-cutiiig 
to be binding on the signatories, subject to rati­ 
fication w ithin one year. Notwithstanding the 


CONCERNING GERMANY and SPAIN.

Questions concerning our citizens in Turkey 
The interpretation of our existing treaties of m a-v he affected by the Porte's non-acquieseencb 
naturalization by Germany during tne past year 
has attracted attention by reason of an apparent 
tendency on the part of the Im perial Govern­ 
m ent to extend the scope of the present restric­ 
tions to w hich returning naturalized citizens of 
German extraction are asserted to he liable un­ 
der the laws of the Empire. The tem perate aud 
just altiiude taken by this Government with re­ 
gard to this class of questions will doubtless 
lead to a satisfactory understanding. 
The dispute of Germany and Spain relating to 
Hie dom ination of the Caroline Islands has a t­ 
tracted the attention of this Government by rea­ 
son of extensive interests of American citizens 
having grown up in those parts during the last 
thirty-nine years, and because the question of 
ow nership involved the jurisdiction of m atters 
affecting the status of our citizens under the 
civil and crim inal law. W hile standing wholly 
aloof from the proprietory issues raised between 
the powers, to both of which the United Stat s 
aie friendly, this Government ex D ee Is that 
l i hing in th pm.-ent contention shall unfavor­ 
ably affect on; citizens carrying on a peaceful 
eoni . -.erce. or their domiciles, and so informed 
the ' i.;vernmt-::ts of Spain and Germany.

The m arked good w ill between the United 
Slates and Great Britain has been m aintained 
during the past year 
The term ination of the 
ladling clauses ..t the treaty ol Washington, in 
pursuance of the joiut resolution oi March :».

COREA AND EQCADOR. 
No opportunity lias been om itted to testify the 
friendliness of this Governm ent tow anl Corea, 
whose entrance into the fam ily of treaty powers 
the Unin d States was the first to recognize. 1 re­ 
gard w ith favor the application m ade bv the 
Corean Government to be allowed to employ 
American officers u> m ilitary instructors, ti> 
which tiie assent of Congress becomes necessary 
—and I am happy to say this request has the 
concurrent sanc tion ot China and Japan. 
Tiie arrest ami im prisonm ent of Julius .Santos, 
a citizen of the United States, by tile authorities 
of Equador. gave rise to a contention with that 
Government, in whieli his right to !«■ released 
or to have a speedy and im partial trial on an ­ 
nounced charges, and with all guarantees ol 
defense stipulated by treaty, was insisted upon 
by the United States. After an eiaiioratc corre­ 
spondence and repealed and earnest representa­ 
tions on our -part. Mr. Santos v.as. atler an al­ 
iened trial and conviction, eventually included 
in a general decree of am nesty aud pardoned 
by the Equadorian Executive, and released, 
leaving the question of his Am erican citizenship 
denied by tiie Equadorian Governm ent, but in­ 
sisted upon by our own. 


OFK RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 
The am ount adjudged by ihe la 'e French- 
Am erican c laitus Commission to be due from 
tiie t nited States to French claim ants, on ac­ 
count o f injuries suffered bv them during the 
w ar of secession having been appropriated bv 
th e last Congress, lies been dulv paid to the 
French Government. The Act of February 25, 
ls85. provided for a prelim inary search of the 
records o! the French ltiz c Court for evidence 
bearing on the claim s of American citizens 
against France for spoliations committed prior 
to 18 1. The duty has been perform ed, aurl the 
report of th e agent will he laid before you. 
I regret to say that the restrictions upon the 
im portation of our pork into France, notw ith­ 
standing the abundant dem onstration o f the 
absence of sanitary danger in its use. still maiu- 
tain : btit 1 entertain strong hopes, that with a 
better understanding of the m atter, this vexa­ 
tious prohibition will be removed. It would be 
pleasing to be able to say a- m uch with respect 
to Germany, Austria and other countries, where 
such food products are absolutely excluded 
W ithout a present prospect of reasonable change.

EXTRADITION— ALASKA AND BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
A review of the existing engagem ents for ex­ 
tradition between the United States and Great 
B itain ) % been long apparent, 
ih e tenth 
article of the treaty of 1-42, one of the earliest 
compacts iu this regard entered into by the 
United States, stinitiated for surrender in re­ 
spect to a num ber of offenses. Other crim es 110 
less inim ical t<> the social welfare should n e em ­ 
braced. and the procedure of extradition brought 
111 harm ony w ith present international prac­ 
tices. Negotiations w ith her Majesty’s Govern­ 
m ent for an enlarged treaty have been going on 
since 1870, and I entertain strong hopes that a 
satisfactory result may soon be attained. 
The frontier line between Alaska and British 
Columbia, as defined bv the treaty of cession 
with Russia, follows the debarkation assigned in 
a prior freatv between Great Britain and Russia. 
Modem exploration discloses that this ancient 
boundary is im practicable as a geographical 
fact. In the unsettled condition of that region 
the question lias lacked im portance, but the 
discovery of m ineral wealth in the Territory 
the line is supposed to traverse adm onishes us 
that the tim e lias come when an accurate 
knowledge of the boundary is need til to avert 
jurisdictional complications.

recommend, 
therefore, that provision be made for a prelim i­ 
nary reconnoissance by officers of the United 
States,-to the end of acquiring more precise in ­ 
fo! mation 011 the subject. I have requested her 
Majesty’s Government to consider with us the 
adoption of a more convenient line to he estab­ 
lished by m eridian observations or by known 
geographical features, without the necessity of 
an expensive survey of the whole. 


OUR SISTER REPUBLIC OF HAYTI. 
The late insurrectionary movem ent iu Hayti 
having been quelled, the Government of that 
Republic has made prom pt provision for adjust­ 
ing the losses suffered by foreigners because of 
hostilities there, and the claim s of certain citi­ 
zens of the United States will be in this m anner 
determ ined. The long-pending claim s of the 
two citizens of the United States, Pelletier and 
Lazare, have been disposed of by arbitration 
and an award in favor of each claim ant lias 
been made, w hich, by the term s of the engage­ 
m ent, is final. It rem ains for Congress to pro­ 
vide tor the paym ent of the stipulated moiety 
of the expenses. 
A question arose w ith Ilayti during the past 
year, by reason of the exceptional treatm ent of 
an American citizen, Mr. Van Bokkelen, a resi­ 
dent of Port an Prince, who, on a suit by cred­ 
itors residing in the United States, was sen­ 
tenced to imprisonment, and, under the opera­ 
tion of the Iiaytian statute, was denied tiie 
relief secured to a native Haytian. This Gov­ 
ernm ent asserted his treaty right to equal treat­ 
m ent with the native H aytian in all suits at 
law. Our contention was denied by the H aytian 
Govem m ennt, which, however, while still pro­ 
fessing to m aintain the ground taken against 
Mr. Van Bokkelen’s right, term inated the con­ 
troversy by setting him at liberty w ithout ex­ 
planation. 
THE CHOLERA FI.AGl’K. 
An International Conference to consoler the 
m eans of arresting the spread of cholera and 
other epidemic diseases war hold at Rome in 
May Just, and adjourned to meet again on further 
notice. An expert delegate on behalf of the 
I nited States has attended, and will subm it a 
report. 
OPR RELATIONS WITH MEXICO 
Continue to be most cordial, as befits: those of 
neighbor* between whom the strongest ti s of 
friendship and com m ercial intim acy exist as 
the natural aud growing consequences of our 
sim ilarity of institutions and geographical pro­ 
pinquity. flh e relocation of the boundary line 
between the United rtales and Mexico eastward 
of the Rio Grande, under the Convention of 
July 29,1SS2. has been unavoidably delay* d, but 
I appreheud no difficulty 111 securing a prolong­ 
ation of the period for its accom plishment. The 
lately concluded c onniercial treaty with Mex­ 
ico still aw aits the stipulated legislation to carry 
its provisions into effect, for which one year's 
additional tim e has been secured by a supple­ 
m entary article signed in February last and 
since ratifi d on both sides. As this Convention, 
so im portant to the commercial wella re of the 
two adjoining countries, has been constitution­ 
ally confirmed by th e treaty-m aking branch. I 
express the boo - that legislation to m ake it 
effective may not be long delayed. The h rg e 
itdlux of capital and enterprise into Mexico 
from the United States continues to aid in the 
developm ent of the resources and in augm ent­ 
ing the m aterial well-being of our sister Repub­ 
lic. 
I ines of railway—penetrating to the heart 
and capital of the country, bringing the two 
peoples into m utually beneficial intercourse, 
and enlarged facilities of transit—add to profit 
able «• mtmereo, create new m arkets, and fur­ 
nish avenues to otherwise isolated com m uni­ 
ties. 
1 have already adverted to the suggested eon- 
structi 11 of a ship railway across the narrow 
form ation/)! t lie territory of Mexico at T ehuan­ 
tepec. 
CHILE, PERU AND RUSSIA. 
With the gradual recovery of Peru from the 
effects of her late disastrous conflict with Chile, 
and w ith the restoration of civil authority in 
that distracted country, it is hoped th at the 
pending w ar claim s of our citizens w ill be ad­ 
justed. In conform ity with notification given 
by the Government of Peru, the existing treat­ 
ies o! commerce and extradition between the 
Uuited States aud th at couurry will term inate 
March 31, 1886. 
Our good relationship wi h Russia continues. 
An officer o f the navy, detailed for the purpose, 
is now' on h?s way to .Siberia, bearing tne testi­ 
monials voted bv Congress to those who gener­ 
ously succored the survivors of the unfortunate 
Jeannette expedition. 


PRINCIPLES OF ARBITRATION. 
It is gratifying to advert to the cordiality of 
our intercourse w ith Spain. 
The long pending 
claim of the ow ners of the ship -Masonic, for 
loss suite red through the adm itted «lend ict ion 
of the Spanish authorities in the Philippine 
Islands, ha* been adjusted by arbitration, «ml 
an indem nity aw arded. 
The principle of arbi­

inal allegiance, or, if unfulfilled, personal obli­ 
gation which m ay survive, and m unicipal laws 
or such voluntary return. 


VENEZUELA TRUST FUNDS. 
The negotiations w ith Venezuela relating to 
the rehearing of the aw ards of the Mixed Com­ 
mission. constituted under the treaty of 1866, 
was resumed iu view of the recent acquiescence 
of the Venezuelan Governm ent in the principal 
point advanced by this Governm ent, that the 
effects of the old treaty could only be set aside 
by the operation of a new convention. A result 
in substantial accord with the advisory sug­ 
gestion* contained in the joint resolution of 
March 3, JS83, has been agreed upon, and will 
shortly be subm itted to the Senate for ratifica­ 
tion. 
Under Section 36j9 of the revised statues, all 
funds held in trust by the United Stales and the 
annual interest accruing thereon, when not 
otherwise required by treaty, are to be invested 
in stocks ol the 1 nited States, bearing a rate of 
interest not less lliau five per centum per a n ­ 
num . 
There being now no procurable storks 
paying so high a rate of interest, the letter of 
the statue is at present inapplicable, but its 
spirit is subven ed by continuing to m ake in­ 
vestm ents of this nature in current stocks bear­ 
ing the highe-t interest now paid. Th. statute, 
however, makes no provision for the disposal <.i 
such accretions, it being contrary to the general 
rule of this Governm ent to allow interest on 
claims. 
I recommend the repeal of the pro- 
vi i.m in question, nod a disposition, under a 
uniform rule, of the present accum ulations 
from the investm ent of trust hinds. 


CITIZENSHIP AND NATURALIZATION. 
The inadeiiuacy •>;' e x itin g legislation touch­ 
ing cltbi !'-liip and naturalization dem ands 
your consideration While recognizing the right 
of expatriation, no statutory provision exists 
pro\ idiug m &ns for renouncing citizenship by 
an American cit zcn, native-born or natural­ 
ized, nor for term inating and vacating the im ­ 
proved aequ siti* » of 
citizenship. ^ Even a 
fraudulent decree of naturalization cannot now* 
be cam eled. The privilege and franchise of < 
American citizenship should be granted with 
cure, and extended to those only w ho intend in 
go >d faith to assume its duty and responsibility 
when obtaining its privilege. 
It should be 
w ithheld from those who merely, through the 
forms of naturalization, wish t«» *nt emi t escap­ 
ing duties with their original allegiance, w ith­ 
out taking upon them selves those of th eir own 
sta tu s: or who may acquire the rights of Ameri­ 
can citizenship for no other than a hostile pur­ 
pose towards their original Government. These 
evils have had m any flsgrant illustrations. 
I regard w ith favor the suggestion pur. forth 
by one of my predecessors tiu t provision may 
he made for a centra! bureau of teeord of the 
decrees •>! naturalization gr.tuted by the various 
Courts throughout the United States now In- 
ve.-ted with that paver. 
The richts which 
spring 'rom a domicile in the United states, es 
peeiallv when coupled with a declaration of in­ 
tention to bee *me a citizen, are worthy of defini­ 
tion by statute. 
The stranger coming hither 
with intent t » rem ain, establishing his residence 
in our midst, contributing to the general wel­ 
fare, and by his voluntary act declaring his pur­ 
pose t » assume the responsibility of citi/.ensuip, 
thereby gains an inchoate status which legisla­ 
tion may properly define. 
I n c laws of certain .States and Territories ad­ 
mit a domiciled alien to the local franchise, 
conferring on him the rights of citizenship to a 
degree which places him in th e anom alous po­ 
sition or being a citizen of the State and yet not’ 
of the United States, w ithin the purviews of 
federal and international laws. It is important, 
within the scope of national legislation, to con­ 
sider this right of alien domicile, as distin­ 
guished from federal naturalization. 


EXISTING COMMERCIAL RELATION'S. 
The commercial relations of the United States 
with their im m ediate neighbors, with im port­ 
ant areas of traffic near our shores, suggest an 
especially liberal intercourse between them and 
tin? United States 
Following the treat v of 18N3 
with Mexico, which rested on the basis of reci­ 
procal exem ption from customs duties, other 
s m iiar treaties were invited bv inv predecessors. 
Recognizing the need of a less obstructed traffic 
with (Tuba and Porto Rica, aud met bv the desire 
of Spain to succor her languishing Interests in 
th e Antilles, steps were taken to attain those 
ends by a treaty of commerce. A sim ilar treaty 
was afterw ards signed by the Dominican Re­ 
public. Subsequently overtures were made by 
her Britannic Majesty’s Government ior a like 
m utual extension of com m ercial intercourse 
w ith the British \\ ost Indies and South Amer­ 
ican independencies, but without result. On 
taking ofhee 1 withdrew for re-exam ination 
the treaties signed w ith Spain and Santo Do­ 
mingo, then lending before the Senate. 'Ihe 
result has been to satisfy me of the inexpediency 
of entering into engagem ents of this character 
not covering the entire traffic. These treaties 
contem plated the surrender by the United States 
ot large revenues for inadequate considerations. 
Upon sugar alone duties were surrendered to an 
am ount tar exceeding all the advantages offered 
in exchange. Even w ere it intended to relieve 
our consumers, such relief would be illusory. 
To relinquish a revenue so essential seemed 
highly improvident at a tim e when new and 
large drains upon the Treasury were contem ­ 
plated. Moreover, em barrassing questions would 
have arisen under the favored nations clauses 
of treaties with other nations. A sa furtheoob­ 
jection. it is evident that tariff regulation by 
treaty diminish*' s that independent control over 
itsow n revenues which is essential for the safety 
and welfare of any government. An emergency 
calling for an increase of taxation may at any 
tim e arise, and no engagem ent w ith a foreign 
power should exist to ham per the actijii ot the 
Government. 
By the fourteenth section of the Shipping Act, 
approved Juue *2f>, 1.S84, certain reductions and 
contingent exem ptions from tonnage dues were 
m ade on vessels entering the ]»oitsof the United 
States from any foreign {wirt in North und Cen­ 
tral America, ihe West India Islands, the Ba­ 
ham as and Bermudas, Mexico and the Isthm us 
as far as Aspimvull and Panam a. The Govern­ 
m ents of Belgium, Denmark, Germany, Portu­ 
gal, aud Sweden and Norway have asserted, un­ 
der the fuyoiYd-marión clause iu th eir treaties 
w ith flie United states, a claim o like treatm ent 
In respect *o vessels coming to the United States 
from their home ports. This Government holds, 
however, that the privileges granted by the 
Acts urc purely tv graphical, incurring to any 
vessel ot any ?.*r* igti power that may choose to 
engage in tr /h e i •:.«- eu this country and any 
part w ithin ; 
• th fined zone, and no w arrant 
exists, und- r tin- most-favored-natiou clause, for 
the exit- si**-, of the privileges In question to 
vessels >. ; 'ug to this country from ports outside 
the limi > *f ihe Act. 
Undoubied]v the relations of commerce with 
our near neighbors, whose territories form so 
long a f rontier line difficult to be guarded, uinl 
.who find in our country and equally offer to us 
natural markets, dem and special and consid­ 
erate treatm ent. 
It res s with Congress to con­ 
sider vrhat legislative action may increase the 
facilities of intercourse which contiguity m akes 
natural and desirable. 


OUR CONSULAR SERVICE. 
1 earnestly urge that Congress recast the ap­ 
propriations for ilie m aintenance of the diplo­ 
m atic and consular service on a footing com­ 
m ensurate with the im portance of our national 
interests. At every post where a representative 
is necessary, the salary should be graded so as 
to p.rniit him to live with comfort. With the 
assignment of adequate salaries, the so-called 
notarial extra official fees, which our officers 
ahm ad are now perm itted to treat as personal 
pre requisites, should be done away with. Every 
net requiring the certification and seal of the 
office should r>e taxable at schedule rates, and 
tne fees therefore returned to the treasury. By 
restoring these revenues to the public use th e. 
Consular service would be self-supporting, even* 
w ith a liberal increase of the present low sal­ 
aries. 
In the further prevention of abuses, a system 
of Consular inspection should be instituted. 
The appointm ent of a limited num ber of Secre­ 
taries of legation at large, to be ns-igned to 
duty wherever necessary, and, in particular, for 
tem porary service at missions which for any 
cause, m ay be without a head, should also he 
authorized. 
I favor also authorization for the details of 
officers of th e regular service ms rnilharv or 
naval attaches at legations. Some foreign Gov- 
crnm en's do not recognize the union of Con­ 
sular with diplom atic functions. 
Italy and 
\ enezuela will only receive the ap|K)intee iu 
one of his two capacities, but this does not pre­ 
vent the requirem ent of a bond ami submission 
to the resp >nsibilities of an officer whose duties 
he cannot discharge. 
The supem dded title 
of Consul-General should be abandoned at all 
missions. 
I deem it expedient that a well-designed 
m easure for the reorganization of the extra 
territorial replace the present system, which 
labors under the disadvantage o f Tombining 
judicial and executive functions in the same 
office. 
GIFTS TO CONSULS. 
In several Oriental countries generous offers 
have been m ade of premises for housing the 
Legation of the United States. A graut of land 
for that purpose was made some years since

The report of the S, eretarv of the Treasury i 
fully exhibits the condition of the public finances 
and of the several branches of the-Government 1 
connected w ith his departm ent.

recom m endations indicative of simplification I 
and economy, particularly in the work of c l - 
lectiug customs duties, are especially urged 
upon the attention of Congress. 
r!h e ordinary receipts from all sources for the 
fecal year ended June :U>. 1SN>; were $332.690.- 
7U6 38. Of this sum 81 si,471.WJ 34 was received 
from customs, and V 12,498,725 ;»4 from internal 
revenue. The total receipts as given above were 
824.8*2(3,16*1 ;>i less than those for the year ending 
June 30,1*8 1. This dim inution em braces a fall­ 
ing off of $13,595.550 42 in the receipts from cus­ 
toms, and §9,687 316 97 
the receipts from inter­ 
nal revenue. 
The total ordinary expenditures of the Gov­ 
ernm ent for the fiscal year were S2ij0,22í»,t£v» fio, 
leaving a surplus in the treasury ;;t the close of 
the year of §ü3. H2t,771 27. This is 810,929,8 ? 32 
less than the surplus reported.

EXCESSIVE R EVEN IKS. 
The fact th a t our revenir*» arc in excess of 
the actual needs of n i economical adm inistra­ 
tion of the Governm nt just ifies a reduction in 
the am ount exacted from the people for its sup 
P >rt. o u r Government is but the m eans estate 
liaihod by the will of a iree people i>.\ which cer­ 
tain principles are applied which they have 
adopt* d for their benefit and protection, and R 
is never better adm inistered, and its true spirit 
is nev . r better o b serv d than when the people’s 
taxation for its support is scrupulously limited 
to the actual necessity o f expenditure and dis­ 
tributed according to a ju-t and equitable plan. 
I he proposition w ith which we have to deal is 
the reduction of th - rew uuc received by the 
Government, and indirectly paid by the people, 
f rom customs duties. The question of free trade 
is not involved, nor is there now any occasion 
for the general discussion of the wisdom or ex­ 
pediency of a protc live sy.-t in. Justice aud 
fairness dictate that in any modification o fo u r 
presen’ laws relating to revenue the industries 
and interests which have been encouruged by 
such laws, and iu which our e.tizens have large 
investm ents, should not be rulhiesriy injured 
or destroyed. We should also dval with the 
subject iu such a m anner as to prot* ci the in­ 
terests of American labor, which is the capital 
of our workingm en. Its stability .. ><1 proper 
rem uneration lurnish the most justifiable pro­ 
tests for a protective policy. 
W ithin these 
lim itations, a certain reduction having been 
determ ined, the inquiry follows : Where c m it 
be**best rem itted, aud w hat article^ can bcri he. 
released from duty in the interest of our citi­ 
zens?

TUF. NATIONAL RANKS. 
During the year ending November 1, Iss'j, 14.3 
National Bank» wt re organized, w ith an agg re­ 
gate capital of ? 16,938,000, aud circulating notes 
have been h-sued to them am ounting to 84.274,­ 
910. The whole num ber of these banks in exist­ 
ence on the day above m entioned was 2.727. The 
very lim ited am ount of circulating notes issued 
by our national banks, com pand w ith the 
am ount the law perm its them to issue upon a 
deposit of bonds for their redem ption, indicates 
that the volume ol our circulating m edium may 
he largelv increased through this instrum ental­ 
ity. Nothing more im portant than the present 
condition ot our currency and coinage can 
claim your attention. Since February, 1878, the 
Government has, under the compulsory provis­ 
ions of law, purchased silver bullion anti coined 
the same at the rate of more than S2,‘M.KriJ0o 
every month. By this process, up to the prescut 
date, 215,759,431 silver dollars have been coined. 
A reasonable appropriation or a delegation of 
power to the General Government would limit 
its exercise, without express restrictive words, to 
the people’s needs and the requirem ents of the 
public welfare. Upon this theory the authority 
** to coin money ” given Congress by the Consti­ 
tution, if it perm its the pureha.se by the Govern­ 
ment of the bullion f»r coinage,’in any event 
does not justify such purchase and coinage toan 
extent beyond the am ount needed lor a circu­ 
lating m edium . The desire to utilize the silver 
product of the country should not lead to a mis­ 
use or t he perversion of this pow er. The neces­ 
sity for such an addition to the silver currency 
of the nation as is com pelled by the .Silver Coin­ 
age Act is negatived by the fact that up to the 
present tim e only about 50,0X1,000 of silver dol­ 
lars so coined have founds heir way into circu­ 
lation. leaving more than 5162,800,000 in posses­ 
sion of the Government, the custody of which 
has entailed a consideiable expense for the 
com tructiou of vaults lor its deposit. Against 
this latter am ount there are outstanding silver 
certificates am ounting 
to about §=93,000,000. 
Every m onth S2,0u0,»0O of gold in the public 
treasury is paid out for 2,000,u00 or more of silver 
dollars, to he added to the idle mass already 
accum ulated. If continued long enough this 
operation will result in 


THE SUBSTITUTION OF SILVER 
For all the gold the Government owns, applica" 
hie to its general purposes. 
It will not do to re* 
ly upon the receipts of the Government to m ake 
good this decline of gold, because the silver thus 
coined hud been m ade legal tender for all debts 
nud dues, public and private. At tim es during 
the last six m ouths 58 per cent, of tlie receipts 
lor duties have been 111 silver or silver certifi­ 
cates, while the average w ithin that p- riod has 
been */<> per cent. The proportion of silver and 
its certifi ates received by the Government will 
probably increase as tim egoeson, for the reason 
th at the nearer the period approaches w hen i* 
w ill be obliged to offer silver in paym ent of its 
obligations, the greater too inducem ents there 
will be to board gold against depreciation in the 
value of silver ore. lor the purpose of speculat­ 
ing. The hoarding of gold lias ulrcudv begun. 
When the lim e comes that gold has h-Vn w ith­ 
draw n from circulation, then will be apparent 
the difference between the real vulue -1 tLt sil­ 
ver dollar and a dollar iu gold, ami the two 
coins will part company. Gold, still the stand­ 
ard of value, and necessary in our dealings u ith 
other countries, will be at u promipui over sil­ 
ver. Ranks which have substituted gold lor the. 
deposits of their customers may pay them w ith 
silver bought with such golu, tuns m aking a 
handsom e profit. 
Rich speculators will sell 
their hoarded gold to their neighbors, w ho need 
it to li .m datc their foreign debts, a t a ruinous 
prem ium over silv er; and

his daily toil.”' The most distinguished advo­ 
cate of bim etallism , discussing our silver coin­ 
age, has lately w ritten : 
“ No American citi­ 
zen’s hand ha** yet felt the sensation of cheap­ 
ness, either in receiving or expending the 
Sil ver* Act dollars.” 
And those who live by labor or legitim ate 
trade never will feel that sensation of cheap­ 
ness. However plenty silver dollars mav be­ 
come, they will not be distributed us ’gifts 
among the people, and if the laboring man 
should receive four depreciated dolhus where 
he now receives but two, he will pay in the de­ 
preciated coin more than double the price he 
now pays for all the necessaries and comforts 
of life. 
Those who do not fear any di-nstrousconse­ 
quences arising from the continued 


COMrtT-sORY COINAGE OF SILVER 
As now directed by law, and who suppose that 
the addition to the currency of the country in­ 
tended as its result will be a public benefit, are 
reminded th at history dem onstrates that the 
point is easily reached in the attem pt to flout Rt 
tin* same tim e two sorts of monev of different 
grades of excellence, when the better will cease 
to be in circulation. 
The hoarding of gold, 
which has already taken place, indicates that 
we shall not escape the usual exj>er.‘eiu e in 
such cases. 
So if this silver coinage be contin­ 
ued, we may reasonably expect th at gold and 
its equivalent will abandon the field of circula­ 
tion to silver alone. This, oi course, m ust pro­ 
duce a severe contraction o fo u r ciicuhiting 
medium instead of adding 10 is. 
I| w ill not he 
disputed that any attem pt on the part o f the 
Government to cause th-* circulation of silver 
dollars, worth M> cents, side by side w ith gold 
dollars, worth 100 eei.ts—even with the lim it 
that legislation does not run contrary to the 
laws of trade—to be successful m ust be second­ 
ed by the confidence of the people, ihut both 
coins will retain Lhe same purchasing i<ower, 
and be InterchaiJgabTe at will. 
A special effort nas been made by the Secre­

EVIDENT DISPOSITION Tí» HOARD GOLD. 
Gives rise to the suspicion that there already 
exists a lack » f confidence among the people 
tou"hing our financia 1 processes. There is cer­ 
tainly not enough silver now in circulation to 
cause uneasiness, am i the whole am ount coined 
and now 011 hand m ight, ador a tim e.b e ab­ 
sorbed by the people without apprehension. But 
it is the ceaseless stream that threatens to 
overflow the land which causes fear and uncer­ 
tainty. 
W hat has been thus far subm itted upon this 
subject relates almost entirely to considerations 
of a home nature, unconnected w ith the bear- 
iug w hich the itoiicies of other nations have 
upon the question. But it is perfectly apparent 
that a line of action in regard to our currency 
cannot wisely be settled upon or persisted in 
w ithout considering the attitude on the subject 
of other countries w ith whom we m aintain in­ 
tercourse through commerce, trade and travel.

A11 acknow ledgm ent of this is found in the Act 
by virtue o f w hich our silver is compulsorily 
coined. 
It provides that the President shall in­ 
vite the Governments of the countries compos­ 
ing the Latin Union, so called, and of such other 
i European nations as he may deem advisable, to 
t join the I nited States in a conference to adopt a 
j common ratio between gold and silver, for the 
I purpose of establishing internationally the use 
of bim etal tic money, and securing a fixity of 
the relative value between the-- xuc-ata.

And to satisfy those who. from ^-ntim ent, wish

tim e apparent the coinage m ay be resumed*. 
T hat disaster has not already overtaken us fur­ 
nishes uo proof that danger dues not wait upon 
a continuation of the present silver coinuge. 
We have been saved l»y ihe t:h»m care'ul m an­ 
agem ent and unuMial expndiertF, by a comhina- 
tion of foitv.tiatc * »ndition.s, and by a confident 
expect al ion that the commerce of the Govint- 
m ent in regard to sliver coinage would l»c 
speedily changed by the action of Congress. 
Prosperity hesitates upon our threshold beeuuse 
of the dangers and uncertainties surrounding 
this question. Capital tim idly shrinks from 
trade, a* d investors are umvi ling to take the 
chance of the questionable shape in which their 
money will be returned to them , e h i'e enter­ 
prise h ilts at a risk against w hich care and sa­ 
ga- ions m anagem ent do not protect. As a neces­ 
sary consequence labor lacks em ploym ent, and 
suffering and distress are visited upon a portion 
of our fellow-citizens especially entitled to the 
careful com idera tion of those charged with the 
duties of legislation. No interest appeals to us

CHOLERA AND SMAI.L-POX. 
The Supervising -urgeon-General reports that 
u u iin g th c fiscal year 41,711 patients have re­ 
ceived relief through the Marina Hospital Ser­ 
vice, of whom 12,803 were t'eated in hospitals 
and 28,911 at dispensaries. Active and effective 
efforts have been m ade through tin- m edium of 
this service to protect the country «gai* s* an 
invasion ot cholera, w hich has prevailed in 
Spain and France, and the small-pox. which 
recently broke out in Canada. 


TIIE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 
The most gratifying results have attended the 
operations of the tiie-saviug service during the 
past fiscal year. The observance o f the provision 
oi tiie law requiring the appoiu'm ents of the 
force employed to be m ade “ solely w ith refer­ 
ence to their fitness and w ith o u t’reference to 
their political or party affiliations,” has secured 
the results which m ay confidently be expected 
in any branch of nubile em ploym ent where 
such a rule is applied. A s a cou-equence, tiiis 
service is composed of m en well qualified for 
the perform ance of their dangerous and excep­ 
tionally imp'll taut duties. The num ber of Ma­ 
rions in commission at the close ol the year was 
203. The num ber of disasters to vessels and 
crafts of all kinds w ithin their field of action 
was 371. The num ber of persons endangered in 
such disasters w h s 2.4:;9, of whom 2,428 were 
saved, and only eleven lost. Other lives which 
were im periled, though not hy disasteis to ship­ 
ping, were also rescued, and á large am ount iff 
property was saved through the aid of this -erv- 
ice. Tiie cost of its m aintenance during the 
year was $282,374 43. 


COAST AND GEODETIC SURVEY. 
The work of the Coast and Geodetic Survev 
during the last fis al year was carried on w ithin 
the boundaries and off the coast of thirty-two 
States, two Territories and the District of Co­ 
lum bia. In July luM certain irregularities were* 
found to exist in the m anagem ent of this 
Bureau, which led to the prom pt investigation 
of its m ethods. The abuses which were brought 
to light by this exam ination, and the reckless 
disregard of duty and the ínteres»» of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, developed 011 the part of some of those 
connected with this service, m ude a change 
of 
its 
superintendence 
and 
a 
few 
of 
its 
other 
officers’ 
necessarv. 
Since 
the Bureau 
has been in 
new 
hands an 
introduction of economics und application of 
business m ethods have produced an im portant 
saving to the Government, and a promise of 
more useful results. This service has never been 
regulated by anything but the most indefinite 
legal enactm ents, and the most unsatisfactory 
rules. It was m any years ago sanctioned, ap­ 
parently. for a purpose regarded as tem porary, 
and related to a survey of our coast. 
Having 
gained a place in the appropriation m a le by 
Congress it has gradually taken to itsell powers 
and objects not contem plated in i s creation, 
and extended its operations until it sadlv needs 
legislative atteutiou. 
80 far as a further survey of our coast is con­ 
cerned, there >eems to be a propriety in trans­ 
ferring tbut work to the Navy D e.artm eut. 
The other duties now in charge’of this estab­ 
lishm ent, if they cannot bo profitably a tached 
to some existing deparrinenkor other bureau, 
should be prosecuted under a law exactly defin­ 
ing their scope and purpose, w ith a careful dis­ 
crim ination between the s i- initio inquiries 
which niay properly be assum d by the Govern­ 
m ent and thosi- which should he undertaken by 
8tate authorities or by individual enterprises. 
It is hoped that the report of the Congressional 
committee, heretofore appointed to investigate 
this and other like m tiers, will aid in the 
accom plishm ent of proper legislation ou this 
subject.

The report of the Secretary of War i*» herewith 
subm itted. The attention’ of Congress ta in­ 
vited to the detailed account w hich it contains 
ot the adm inistration of this Departm ent, and 
his recommendation.»: and suge* Minus for the 
im provement ol the service:

Beside- Une 
tmorns which w ere dispatched in pursuit of tiie 
-m all hand of Indians w ho left their reservation 
in Arizona, and committed m urders and out 
rages, the two regim ents of cavalry and one <> 
infantry were sent last July to Indian Territory, 
to prevent au outbreak which seemed im m inent. 
They rem ained to aid if necessary, i : the expul 
siou of intruders upon the reservation, who 
have caused the discontent am ong the Indians . 
but the Executive proclam ation, w arning them 
to remove, was complied with without inter­ 
ference. 
Troops wore also sent t«> Rock Springs, in Wy­ 
oming Terri to n . after the massacre of Chinese 
there, to prevent furtherdisturbauces, and aft*, r 
wn ds to Seattle, in Washington Territory, to 
avert a threatened attack upon Chinese lab»’ ;» r- 
anddom estic violence there. In both cases the 
mere presence of the troops had the d o ired » f 
feet. It appears that the num ber of deserters 
have dim inished, but that during the last fiscal 
year they num bered 2,9:7. and o re instance is 
given by the Lieutenant-General oi’six desertions 
by the same recruit. I am convinced that tiiis 
num ber of desertions can be m uch dim inished 
by better discipline and tren’ment, but thcpunish- 
m ent should he increased f»>r re*]»?atcd offenses. 
These desertions m ight also be reduced by 
lessening the term of first enlistm ent, thus 
allowing a discontented recruit to contem plate 
« nearer di-cqarge. and the army a profitable 
riddance. After one term of service, a rc-enlist 
inent w ould be quite apt to secure a contented 
recruit and a good soldirr. The acting Judge 
Advocate General reports that the num ber of 
trials hy general court-m artial dining the year 
was 2,328,and that 11.851 trials took place bcfe.ro 
garrison «5 »1 regim ental courts m artial. The 
suggestion that probably more than h alf the 
erm j' have beeu tried lor offenses, great and 
sm all, in one year, may well arrest attention. 
. Of course, m any of these trials before garrison 
Í and regim ental courts-m artial were foroffcn-»-s 
' almost frivolous, und there should, 1 think, be a 
way devised to dispose of these in a more sum ­ 
m ary Mid less inconvenient m anner than bv 
court-mart ia'. If some of the proceedings of 
courts-m artial, which 1 have had occasion t»> 
exam ine, present the idtas o f justice which gen­ 
erally prevail in these tribunal». I am satisfied 
that they should be m uch reformed, if the honor 
aud the honesty of the army and navy are by 
their instrum entality to be vindicated and pro­ 
tected. 


SF.A < OAST DEFENSES—SIGNAL SERVICE. 
The Board of Fortifications or other defenses, 
appointed in purst&uce of the provisions of the 
Act of Congress approved March 3 ,1885, will in 
a short tim e present their reqn rt. and it i- hoped 
that this may greatly aid the legislation so ino- 
essary to rem edy the present defenseless condi­ 
tion of our *ea «*oast. 
1 he work of the Signal Service has been pros­ 
ecuted during the last year with results of in- 
ercHsing benefit to the country. The field of 
instruction has been enlarged, w ith a view' of 
adding to its usefulness. The num ber of Marions 
in ox*eration June 30,1885, was 489. 


THE MILITARY ACADEMY OF WEST POINT 
Is reported as being in a high state o f efficiency, 
and well equipped for the satisfactory accom­ 
plishm ent of the purposes of its m aintenance. 
The fact th at tl»e class which graduates next 
year is an unusually large one has constrained 
me to decline to m ake appointm ents to Second 
Lieutenanc ies in the army from civil life, so th at 
such vacancies as exist in these places may lie 
reserved for such graduates, and yet it is not

«>hSTRl'<TION OF NAVIGATION. 
There should be a general law of Congress 
prohibiting the construction of bridges over 
navigable water» in such a m anner as to ob­ 
struct navigation, with provisions for prevent­ 
ing the same. 
It seems that under the existing 
statutes lie* Government cannot intervene to 
preven; such a construction, when entered upon 
w ithout itsc-*uH*nt, though when such consent is 
asKed and granted ujvm such condition is clear. 
Thus it is repies» DUd that w hile th e officers of 
the Government are with great care guarding 
in* obstructions of navigation by a

bridge across ih( Mississippi river nt St. Paul, a 
large pier for a bridge has been built just below 
this place, directly in the navigable channel of 
th e river. 
Ii such things are to be perm itted, a 
strong argum ent is pre.-ented against th»* appro­ 
priation of Ini’ge sums of money to improve the 
navigation of this and other imf>ortant high­ 
ways of commerce.

The report r f the Secretar}' of the Navy gives 
a history ol the operations of his Department 
an»l the pre -eiit condition o f tiie work com m it­ 
ted to his charge,

pur-iu «1 l.y him to i*r>tect the right- of the Gov­ 
ernm ent in respect <*f certain vessels u? finished 
at the lim e of lbs acce-.-i« n to office, and also 
concciiiiog the di-patch boat Dolphin, claimed 
to he eonq*ieied and waiting the aeeeptauce of 
the Deparuneiu. N«> one t*;tn fail to see. from 
the recital contained in the report, that only tiie 
application of business principles has been in ­ 
sisted upon in the treatm ent of these Mihjci 1*. 
and th at w hatever eoutiuvcrsy has arisen was 
caused by the exact ion *»n the juirt «.1 the l>e 
partm ei»tof contract obligations, as they were 
legally construed, iu the ease of the Dolpliiu, 
wi»h entire justness to the cou*ractor.

All m ust adm it the im portance or an effective 
navy to ti nation like ours, having such at; e x ­ 
tended sea coast to p ro tect; yet we have not a 
singie vessel of war th at could keep the seas 
aguinst a first-clays vessel of any im portant 
power. «Such a condition ought not longer to 
continue. The nation th at cannot resist aggres­ 
sion is constantly exposed to .t. 
Its foreign 
policy is of necessity weak, and its negotiations 
are conducted w ith disadvantage, because it is 
not in a condition to enforce tin* term s dictated 
by its sense of right and justice. 
Inspired a*- I 
am by the hope shared by all patriotic citizens 
th at the day is not far distant when our navy 
will he such as befits our standing among the 
nations of the earth, ami rejoiced at every step 
that leads in the direction of such a com nm m a- 
t on, 1 deem it my duty to « specially direct the 
attention ot Congress to th»* close o: the report 
of tire Secretary ol the Navy, in v.hieh the h u ­ 
m iliating lcttturesof the present organization of 
this Departm ent is exhibited, and the startling 
abuses am i waste of the present m ethod are ex­ 
posed. The conviction is forced ujkju me, with 
the certainty of m athem atical dem onstration, 
th at before we proceed further in the lea­

Department. 
The fuel that w ithin seventeen years more 
than <?7.»,<kkm*l0 have been spent in the construc­ 
tion. repairing, equipm ent and arm am ent of 
vessels, and the further fact that instead of au 
effective and creditable fleet, we have only ihe 
discontent and apprehension of a nation unde­ 
fended by w ar vessels, added to the disclosures 
now made, do not perm it us to doubt that every 
attem pt to revive our navy lias thus far, for tlii* 
most part, been m isdirerted, and all our efforts 
in th at direction have been little better than 
blind growings and expensive aim less follies. 
Unquestionably, if we are content with im- 
m aintenaiue of a Navy Departm ent simply as au 
ornam ent to the Government, a const act wateli- 
11 ilness ni ay prevent some ot the scandal and 
abuse which have found their way into our 
present organization, and its incurable waste 
m ay be reduced to the m inim um ; but if we de­ 
sire to build ships for present use, instead of 
naval rem inders »>i the days th at are nasi, we 
must have a Departm ent organized for the work, 
supplied w ith all the talent and ingenuity our 
country 
affords, 
prepared 
to 
take 
ad 
vantage of the experience of other nations, 
systematized so tnat ail eAurt shall unite ami 
lead in one direction, and fully im bued with 
the eonvi. lion tluu war vessels, taough now are 
useless, should combine ail that the ingenuity 
of man has up to this day brought forth relating 
to tlicir construction. J earnestly commend the 
jHirtfou of the Secretary's rep >rt ’devoted fo this 
subject to the action of Congress, iu the hope 
th at the suggestions touching the reorganiza­ 
tion of his Ikpartm ent may be adopted, as the 
first step tjw a rd th e reconstruction of our navy. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
The affairs of tin* postal service are exhibited 
by th • report of the I'ostmastcr-General, which 
will be liid before you. The postal service, 
whose rates oi gain upon the rising pro. pcrity 
o M 88'2 and 1833 outstripped the increasing ex ­ 
pense of our growing service, was checked bv 
the reduction in the rate of letter postuge, which

The President urges th at the transcontinental 
road? be held to a strict aecountabiiity in tire 
m atter o f tbeir grants. 
The message cites that in July, 1885, there 
were 215,125 persons borne upon the pension 
lolls, an increase during ten years of 110,000 
persons. He re “com m ends that care be taken to 
"leause the roll 
lroni any fraudulent person- 
, ages. 
In reference to the civil s«*rviee question, the 
President sa } s: ta I urn iueliued to think th at 
there is no sentim ent more general in the m inds

He reiterate? his firm er expressed

(Killt ics, science, religion, music, the drama, 
etc. 
\ ictoria and Wales, more discreet 
than others, wrote through the agency of 
their secretaries.

But bark of it is his anx­ 
iety to distract public attention from the 
real facts about him and his connection 
with the Talier case. 
.Such a man, who 
can play clown, one moment and call down 
the benediction of God on the spectators 
the next, is a disgrace to the cloth. 
He 
has properly been locked out of the house 
of the Lord, and should be kept out. 


In another place this morning we pre­ 
sent the annual report submitted to the 
Sacramento Board of Trade by its I’rcsi- 
dent, Joseph Steffens.

Accordingly a 
committee from the Board of Trade was 
appointed, which is to hold a conference 
with a committee from the Citizens’ Asso­ 
ciation this forenoon, with a view to making 
arrangements to participate in the public 
meeting at I timer Hall to-morrow evening.

Creed Raymond and S. Osborn arrived 
here on the 3','10 irain last evening troni 
San Francisco, the former bringing with 
hint the trust deed, recently made hv Sena­ 
tor Stanford, fur founding and endowing 
the Leland Stanford Junior University. 
The «leed is being recorded at the office of 
the County Clerk. The real estate named 
in the deed lies in three counties—Santa 
Clara. Butte and Tehama—and the deed 
has to be recorded in every one of the 
three. The deed is one of the most mag­ 
nificent and skillful pieces of pen work 
that lias probably ever been seen. 
It is 
encased in a small rosewood, satin-lined 
box, and covers IDS sheets of parchment. 
On the first page is a large monogram of the 
title of the University, worked in colors. 
The title page contains the words, “ Grant 
Founding ami Endowing the Leland Stan­ 
ford Junior Universitv.” The deed com­ 
mences with “We, Leland Stanford and Jane 
Lathrop Stanford, husband and wife," etc. 
The whole deed is written in large letters 
of German text, of various sliadi's, and at 
the beginning of each paragraph is a large 
ornamental letter, elaborately shaded and 
gilded. The deed is dated November 11, 
1885, and covers thirty-one pages. Follow­ 
ing then comes a description of the land 
under the title of “ Schedule A.” in plain 
chirograph}'. 
This 
«lescription 
covers 
fifty-seven pages, and at the bottom is 
signed by the twenty-four trustees the 
names of Mathew P. ’ Deady, of Oregon 
and Justice Stephen J. Field being si<rae«i 
by their attorneys in fact. Then follows 
the acknowledgment and 
certificate of 
record. 
It hears date of being filed in Te­ 
hama county December 1, 1885. at fifteen 
minutes past 3 p. m. The land included in 
the deed which lies in Tahama county con­ 
sists of 52,390 acres, and is known as the 
“ Stanford Vina farm.”—[Bed Blufl Peo­ 
ple’s Cause.

The annual meeting of the Sacramento 
Board of Trade was held yesterday. The 
President, Joseph Stefleiis, delivered his 
annual address, which is published below. 
Albert M. Johnson, Secretary and Attor­ 
ney, read his report of the commercial 
transactions of the Board for the year, de­ 
tailing also all legal proceedings taken by 
the Board. 
The Treasurer, W. P. Coleman, and 
Auditor, A. S. Hopkins, also submitted 
their annual reports. 
The Board then went into election of 
officers, and chose Joseph Stetlens, Piesi- 
dent; C. H. Hubbard, Vice-President; and 
Janies I. Kelter ami W. I). Comstock, Di­ 
rectors. 
The following resolutions were adopted 
unanimously; 
ttiiEREAS. Railroad communication between 
the State of California and the .State of Oregon 
is of the greatest importance to the people and 
tin* Interests of both commonwealths: whereas, 
the lots ol the land grant to the California and 
Oregon Railroad Company from Redd r.g,«‘al., 
to the Oregon State line would be much more 
than the intrinsic value of said grant to said 
company, and thereby materially retard the 
building of the road: whereas, the greatest por­ 
tion of the benefits to the General Government 
and the people ol both .States interested, whien 
the entire land grant was to give, are yet to ac­ 
crue; therefore, be it 
J!esolvcf 'lhat at this its annual and full 
meeting the Sacramento Board of Tr-tde does 
hereby urgently pray your honorable body that 
you will extend to January 1, 1SS8. the time 
when shall lapse to the Government the uncon­ 
firmed portion of the said grant as provided iu 
the original bill granting conditionally the 
lands to the ‘’alifornia and Oregon Bailroad 
Company. 
Jtwlvcd, That our Senators and Representa­ 
tives in Congress are hereby requested to pre­ 
sent tins, our petition, ami earnestly urge the 
Congressof the United States, now assembled 
to duly grant the same. 
II. Weinstock addressed the Board on 
the Chinese question, and was followed by 
other mem hers. 
A committee, consisting of T. B. Hall 
H. Weinstock. C. R. Parsons, W. I). Corn- 
stock anil President Steffens, was appointed 
to confer with the Directors of the*Citizens’ 
Association, and a delegation from the or­ 
ganization representing the workingmen, 
with a view tu effect a solution ol' the Chi­ 
nese problem, and to consult in regard to 
the proposed meeting of workingmen and 
others in reference to the Chinese question. 
A resolution was adopted favoring an 
appropriation by Congress ior a new survey 
of San Francisco bay and its approaches, 
with a provision attached that such appro­ 
priation should not stand in the way of 
immediate work upon our rivers. 
Resolutions were also adopted favoring 
the granting by Congress of a bounty or 
system of mileage to all American vessels 
engaged in ocean commerce. 
Some other matters, not of general in­ 
terest, were considered, and the Board 
then adjourned.

TH E NORTHERN CALIFORNIA IMMIGRATION ASSO­ 
CIATION. 
Tlic Immigration Association of Northern 
California demands your continued interest 
and sumort. Under the careful direction of its 
shrewd, careful and well-known President. N. 
I). Hideout, and its able Secretary, Dr. H. 
Latham, this Association is doing* excellent 
work. We regret that the plan of securing the 
co-operation of neighboring counties has not 
been entirely suceessiul. But there stands out 
against this fact another one very encouraging : 
that is, that the Sacramento county organizati on 
and this city, by their fiuaucial aid, have made 
the work a grand suceess. although the other 
counties before referred to have so far received 
almost the entire benefit. This work is charity 
to our neighbors and “ bread cast upon the 
waters” for us. 
Dr. Latham’s varied experience, great mental 
resources, plain, fair and pleasing style of dic­ 
tion, make him the right man in the right place. 
The Doctor gave me quite a lengthy report of 
the doings o f the Association during the past 
year, from which the following facts are culled : 
There has been collected by the Immigration 
Association from various sources. £>,lül 25; of 
this, $125 was received from other counties, 
leaving£2.676 25 as having been paid into the 
office from this city. The.Sacramento County Im­ 
migration Association paid about 32,250 or this 
amount. During the past year, the Association 
has published and distributed east of the Sierra 
Nevadas, 5S.000. illustrated pamphlets, 30,000 of 
which contained xnapscf Northern California. 
Several thousand copies of descriptions of the 
same section have been translated into the Ger­ 
man language, ami circulated at the East and in 
Europe. An account of Northern California 
and its advantages for homes was prepared and 
publLsl e 1 & year ago. and several thousa- d 
copies were sent to the Eastern .Slates. The 
Society is now having articles on the same 1 
part of the State published in the Western ' 
World, a monthly publication printed in Chi­ 
cago, which has a circulati n of several hun­ 
dred thousaud. 
The Home Setter, an illus­ 
trated magazine, devoted to the resources of 
California, has been published for six months, 
and distributed on all west-bound trains enter­ 
ing ih:> State; it contains S6 pages, and the read 
ing matter of each monthly Lssue is nearly all 
new. Over l.Suo letters have been received 
from tno United States and Canada* by the Sec­ 
retary, to which replies were sent. Business 
depression East has made it difficult for parties 
to dispose of their property, many ttating that 


thev had property varying in value from $2,000 
to $10 < 00. and as soon as it could be disposed of 
they would come to California. Therefore, im­ 
migration has not been so large as may reason­ 
ably be expected another year. The Society 
lias received and sent out to the various couu- 
ties more than fiOO settlers, folly one half hav­ 
ing families, and nearly all had fair sums of 
money ior laboring people. These are now per­ 
manent settlers oi northern California, ana for 
us are producers and consumers. 


TH E BUSINESS OF TH E YEAR. 
From a careful personal canvass of the trade 
of tins oi y. and after making a summary of the 
information received from the several lines, I 
feel justified iu imikiug the statement that the 
year s business, while it has been less profitable, 
is fairly satisfactory. 
With some there has 
been an increase of business—with many, their 
trade h-id held its own in the aggregate - quite 
a number have doñeas much busiuessin vol­ 
ume, while it has not aggr- gated as much as 
last year; the oeclmc iu the coast value of 
their goods however, more than covers the 
apparent difference in the two years’ business. 
1 he dryness of the forepart of the season, 
the 
one-half 
failure 
of the 
wheat crop 
and the 
ruling 
of 
low 
prices, the 
low 
price for hops and nearly all other products 
oi this locality, aud the devastation of the 
grasshoppers, gave 
the 
year 
a 
doubtful 
outlook; consequently there was great caution 
exercised on the part oi the lx?st country pur­ 
chasers, «s their local trade promised light and 
financially close. There have been many more 
failures than usual among the financially weak 
of the country trade, many of them “ throwing 
up their hands” early in the season. The more 
favorable features ol the year’s business a re : 
An advance in price of wheat luter iu the year ; 
however now again declined. The wvol pro­ 
duct u as more, and, owing to less rankness of 
the feed, it was much cleaner ; wool brought 50 
per cent, more than last year. An iiicr» ase of 
trade ter-itory south and on the line of the San 
Joaquin and Sierra Nevada Railroad : a build­ 
ing up of ihe northern part of this State, conse­ 
quently there were an increase of distributing 
points and local dealers ; a partial return to this 
point of the trade of the State of Nevada-their 
natural point of supply, if tide water and 
through ireight rates from the Fast are any 
guaranty whatever lor trade centers 
When 
goods cun go from the trastera sea boards to 
poults in central Nevada, or from San Francisco 
to 1 tab, and then be returned to these fain" 
points, instead of being sent from this market' 
" something is wrong somewhere." The trade 
of western aud central Nevada should never 
have been torced to seek supplies elsewhere 
and the return of this desirable trade calls for 
mutual concessions from all eoneemed 
There 
is no question but that the increased iv..rk being 
done at the railroad shops here has given many 
men labor, which, as formerly, inis great I v 
liclped the city local trade generally. 


TH E qVESTION OF M.VNUl ACTFltUS. 
The subject of manufacture should be studied 
by all men having the welfare of the city at 
heart. We have now three llouring mills, with 
all of the latest improved machinery, with mill­ 
ing cnpacity of a thousand barrels of flour per 
day. 1 have no time now to farther spccifv.the 
other important and growing manufacturing 
interests of the eiiy, hut would say that recent­ 
ly there have been inquiries from Eastern men 
in regard to certain city locations, as to their 
availability tor manufacturing purposes. 
It 
seems to me that such enterprises could be fos­ 
tered in no better way thauto have a committee 
appointed by the Board to gather and classify 
lull statistics of the entire business of the eitv; 
to invite correspondence from parties desiriiig 
to locate manufactures, and to see that such in­ 
quiries are candidly and promptly answered, 
ouch a committee Could assist in procurin'" lo­ 
calities, could ascertain if in any wav the city 
could i dense such enterprises from citv taxa­ 
tion for a short period during the adjustment of 
theciiy debt, or while such industries were get­ 
ting on a firm basis. .Sncli a committee might 
ascertain, also, to what extent will the fact that 
the railroad company wi t bring the raw ma­ 
terial to this point and distribute the manufac­ 
tured articles have a bearing on their making 
through freight rates from the Fast on the same 
kind of goods, at such a rate as will fairly pro­ 
tect such industries and build up the state. 
I 
have heard it stated in our own eily in some 
cases minimum freight rates f-om the East were 
working a hardship. 
Considering the well- 
known fact that many Eastern dealers consider 
California a good «lumping ground for their ex- 
eess stocks, it is easy to see now extremely low 
west-bound freight rates assist them to «lo such 
discreditable ami disturbing business at less loss 
to themselves. 
A general interchange of ideas 
and facts with other manufacturing locations 
and interests, will enable a proper presentation 
of all such matters to be made to tin*- • who 
hold the situation, and douhtle-s would bring 
about proper adjustments of many of the dif­ 
ficulties. 
i.AEOR ASH THK CHINESE. 
The question of mauuiaetures leads us right 
up to another one of still greater importance, 
and that is the labor question. For years lln' 
laboring men of this coast particularly*, and in 
fart Ihe entire ptople. recognizing Ihe «■■. ¡I in 
ttuenee that Chinese labor has on the general 
\« (diVtrc of th«* country. ha\ c b- oneri ing. “lion 
long. oh. I/ird, how lung'."’ 
'I lie on!v relief so 
far has been to get I ongress to pass a restrict ion 
enactment, with return and immigration priv­ 
ileges. wliicii ha* invitnl barter in certificates 
ami delayed relief. As business men. we shnnM 
enter into the present movement f.r the solu­ 
tion of the great question in a manner becoming 
good citizens and patrios. The Chinese, a s a 
rule, have nothing In common with us, civilly 
socially, morally or religiously. I believe that 
over nine ! lit lis of the iMi/vc - of this coast 
would gladly **■«• the return privilege annulled, 
and see in its place a law Unit no more Chinese 
laborers or arrisuu* shall come here to stay, or 
return again after having once left. Ail tost 
can he done lawfully should I'e done to force 
linen home w ho are lien-, l'r* tcstsand petitions 
for relief should g o to the present «ongress 
ihii kar than the i'atl of snow-flakes of a New 
England snow-storm. A united effort at this 
time will bring closer together the honest, pa­ 
tient, reüc! spy king laborer, the merchant, man­ 
ufacturer and the capitalist. Lotus all get to­ 
gether as one man, in a quiet, determined, final 
settlement of this question, and see to it that 
during its difficult solution there be uo trilling 
with disorder ami misrule. 


U il lT SHIPPING. 
The recent Fruit-Growers’ Convention, held 
at San Francisco, brougat out much of interest 
relating to that question, and also much in­ 
formation of value to this city and locality. 
It 
stems that last year there were shipped East 
from this .State l.ojj carloads of green fruit; of 
this aggregate s'O carloads went from Sacra­ 
mento; 147 cars of fruit went forward with pas­ 
senger trains, and 57s carloads were attached to 
freight trains. The city of Denver look 228 car­ 
loads. ail from freight trains; Chicago took 215 
carloads from freight trains, and 311 carloads 
from passenger trains. The two points received 
and distributed 7-*7 carloads, being in round 
figures three-fourths of the entire fruit consign­ 
ments from our State. From tkc above. I con­ 
clude that low freight rates arc a great help in 
increasing the trade. 
That the section of the 
country tributary to this point is the fruit sec­ 
tion, and that its production is fairlv care d for 
in the way of having the same shipped; also 
that of the many cities Fiast. Denver and Chicago 
alone have been fairly griped with our Iruit. 
Many of us knmv that a Chicago fruit shipper 
has for a Tew «ear* past been making this point 
his headquarters; furthermore, that tuv <>r three 
of our city fruit-shipping linns have visited cer­ 
tain poinfk at the Fia-t. made business Commu­ 
nications. and have ticen quietlv at work; these 
three or four firms have been making fruit shije 
ping a specially. Probably most of the fruit 
shipping has been done by them. Doubtless it 
has taken much lime, trouble ami an .vie tv to ac­ 
complish what they have. 
The late’ Fruit­ 
Growers' Convention, at San Francisco, gaiii 
ered comfort from the fact that the Chi­ 
cago shipper had told somebody that hi* house 
had in a few years made a "good stake out 
of a moderate capital invested in fruit ship­ 
ping. An honest milter in the new El Dorado 
ot Trinity county while bear hunting might in 
a fall up root a manzanita bush and find a 
“ lead" that, if well lollowed, would make him 
a bank president ill one vear, and nothing 
would be thought of i t ; but to have a Chicago 
man get aristocratic and happy on < alifornia 
green fruit shipping awakens enterprise. 1 et 
us be thankful Iliut it was a Chicago mart who 
ha* done so well dealing with us, for had it been 
a St. Isniis man lie would not have "gi-en it 
away,” and the rii’h, lusr ious-looking fruit that 
now hangs so bountifully in the corporation 
tree of the “ California Fruit Union 
might 
still be in the delicate and doubtful blossom ; 
hut I have heard it said that Deliver last year 
was a dumping-ground for iruit. Fruit growers' 
and fmit-stiippers' consignments had conflicted. 
The result was an increase of the volume ot 
business, more varied experience, but less com­ 
fort to grow ers and shippers. If the late confer­ 
ence shall cause the fruit to be better grown, 
gathered and picked. lower rates of Ireight, 
more careful competition between the consign­ 
ments of the shippers and their established 
trade and the consignments of the growers, and 
more Eastern markets to be Eve-tempted with 
our fruits at fair rates, mo*t everybody will tie 
more or less benefited. If Denver and Chicago, 
so far away, consume so much of our fruit, can­ 
not wc expect a large trade with Oregon and 
Washington Territory, when we have rail com­ 
munication with them? By early tram they 
can receive our fruit with the morning dew on 
it. (By evening train we can send them the 
anti lote.) 


TH E CALIFORNIA AM I OREGON RAILROAD. 
This Board has al different times made efforts 
to lurther the interest bearing on the comple­ 
tion of the California and Oregon Railroad. Our 
last effort was made the early part of the cur­ 
rent year. The Government official declines to 
confirm to the railroad company beyond Red­ 
ding the lands that belong to the compuny, as 
per the terms of the bill of Congress authorizing 
the building of the road. He claims that the 
time tor construction has lapsed, and. with it. 
the land grant. Doubtless tne point is legally 
well taken. However, let us look at the matter 
from a practical point for a moment. 'I he situa­ 
tion appears to be about this: The railroad 
company agreed with ihe General Government 
to construct a first-class railroad from Roseville 
to the Oregon state line, the company to furnish 
everything, but to do the w ork iu a certain time. 
Tire Government was to give the builders every 
odd section of unoccupied laml situate at a cer­ 
tain distance fr -m the road, deeming that to 
have the country develop d. and all the lands 
made available and useful, would justify the 
venture that the Government was supposed to 
make. According to the original contract, the 
road is finished to Redding, or fifty per cent, of 
the distance 
The railroad has spout about 
tnirty-five per cent, of the money that they con­ 
tracted to sp ud, as it has been, so far, over a 
comparatively level valley, the re t is very- 
heavy work. The Government official has eon- 
finned to the company about eighty per cent, of ; 
the land grant. We all know that those valley ! 
lands already confirmed were valuable, and the 
mountain lands will be worth something when j 
the road is completed. There is, therefore, un- : 
finished 50 pier cent, of distance. 65 per cent, of 
railroad Coin yet to be spent, and 20 per cent, of j 
Government land yet to be confirmed, in order , 
to bring darkness into light, and send the voice : 
or civilization into a wilderness. If the Govern­ 
ment had withheld all title to the land from the 
railroad company until the completion of the 
contract, or if it had compelled the company to 
commence at the ¡state line and work tt is way, 
the bargain would have been such an one that 
it would be keenness tor the Govtrnm-nt to 
no«v live up to the letter of the contract. But 
the situatio r now should quiet the voice of the 
Government aud grazier alike, 
it would tie 
shrewdness for the t*overnment to engage 
Shoels Chief Engineer to take the General L rad 
Agent of the Central Pacific Company up to the 
top of Mount Shasta and offer him. besides the 
o«ld sections, all the land “ there is iu sight." if 
his company will finish the road. When the 
contract was done, aud the Land Agent called 
for the title, the Chief could say to him : “ Sire 


on a former occasion, when your Savior cor­ 
nered rae, 1 devised a document lor all similar 
situations; take this ■ quit-claim «leeii ;’ it is 
good ¡ everybody takes it." A personal inspec­ 
tion of the upper portion oi the road now will 
suggest to a practical mind that when ihe 
company finishes 
the 
roaii, pays 
reason­ 
able State and county taxes tliereon. and 
that other uuoertam levy which eight feet of 
annual rain fall on a mountain side yielding 
road-bed will make, they should secure large 
benefits from the “ promised land*’ beyond the 
State line, .'uch future and doubtful relief, 
however, does not justify any shirking or bad 
faith on the part of the Government or the peo­ 
ple. Seriously, the great importance of inter­ 
state commerce, the benefit that the Govern­ 
ment and people will get by continuing the 
contract, the equities of the situation, all de­ 
mand ^ that we make every effort possible 
through our Congressmen to have the time ex­ 
tended to the company in which to finish the 
contract, or to have some other means devised 
that will afford relief or assistance to this great­ 
est of railroad undertakings. By properly tr at- 
íng such an enterprise, other capitalists’ of the 
State may be induced to extend the .Northern 
California Railroad from Oroville up the north 
fork of the Feather river through the Fredonia 
pass, where the elevation is some 5,000 feet ; 
thence via Goose lake, the southeast corner of 
Lake county, Oregon, across Baker countv 
down the Malheur river to near the mouth, 
wh» rea junction could be made with the Oregon 
short line. Surveys show that this road would 
be about 400 miles long; that it can be built on 
a maximum grade of sixty feet to the mile, and 
a maximum of nine degrees. Its construction 
would open up an immense territory, now with­ 
out mil accommodation*, and would give us 
direct communication with Eastern Oregon, 
Idaho, Montuna and Washington Territory. 


TH E IMPROVEMENT OF TH E IllVER. 
A subject of the greatest importance to the 
future of this .State, and especially to this local­ 
ity, is the river improvement question. For a 
new State, comparatively, this question now 
comes early to the front. Having in view the 
withholding of an appropriation already made 
by Congress, which could be used 011 the river 
and also the fact that Congressman Budd had a

,into. (;ouSress appropriating 
SoOO.ttO more tor the improvement of the rivera 
near us, a year ago I said, relerriug to the debris 
and river questions: “ There should now be 
unity ot action. Litigation has settled the dis- 
puled pailita, and rhoao successful committees 
that have been so lone contesting should now 
demand the judicious expenditure bv the Gov­ 
ernment ol the money for the purpose’ for which 
it was appropriated; and also the sums asked 
lor to lie like expended, and thereby secure the 
moral support, as well as the protection of the 
■State and Government, which such an expend­ 
iture would naturally guarantee.” « onfirmiuir 
this expression then made. I now desire to en­ 
large upon the subject just a little. In the orig­ 
inal contract he!ween ilie State and the General 
Government, the latter reserved the ownership 
ol the rivers and guaranteed their free naviga­ 
tion to the people. Whatever ignorance the 
proper officials oi the Government mav have 
been in regarding the damages hein - done to 
the rivers of California, «r whatever" doubt or 
complication the new question of debris dam­ 
age to water ways may have gotten into bv 
reason ot tins ¡slate Jiaviiig been admitted 
into 
tiie 
Union 
as 
a 
mining 
State 
and by common consent that interest being rec­ 
ognized us the leading one, afler a portion of 
the people of the stuto hail contested the ques­ 
tion in the Federal and State Courts, and »ho-e 
Courts had caused to tie made official the proper 
information that injury was being done to the 
rivers and harbors, and furthermore that such 
injury cause should cease, all excuso for igno­ 
rance or inactivity 011 the part of Government 
officials ended. Therefore, after the Judgo Tem­ 
ple decision, no official of any department of the 
General Government was jnstifi d in further de­ 
clining to render all assistance ¡¡1 his power to 
prevent further damage being made or (o pro­ 
ceed to repair injuries already done. All mon­ 
eys that the citizens of those few communities 
have been, from self-preservation, compelled to 
spend since the Temple decision, in order to 
enforce the bencfitsof that decision, said to he 
about halt a million dollars, is a legitimate 
claim agaiust the General Government aud 
should Lie at once presented for adjustment and 
liquidation. 
1 have not time to discuss this 
teature of the question further, hut assert-that 
there are many precedents to warrant Govern­ 
ment officials, where Government interests arc 
at stake, to protect its interests and prosecute 
the private citizen in order to maintain and ex­ 
ecute both Congressional enactments and com­ 
mon law. At present we have the remaikable 
situation of private citizen* doing the work of 
tlietr Government, and at the same time they 
and their neighbors are being deprived of repair 
relief already appropriated,and which thousands 
of citizens situated near other rivers of the laud 
are constantly receiving. lea n readily under­ 
stand how inaction 011 the part of the General 
Government could Le cuusirm d by the hvdrau- 
lie miners as a license to continue work, lint «lo 
not see how reclamation done «111 th» rivers br­ 
ibe Government could he so const rued. In setl- 
b tuber tins Board invited the Cot.gn *s;ueu 
f otri tliis State and representative men from 
Sun Francisco, Stockton, and otln r parts of ihe 
country, numbering about fifty, to take a-tvumer 
trip «ti observation up the Sacramento river 
f o 11 this jKiint to the mouth of the Feather 
river. On this trip sounding* were frequently 
taken, and many places in the river were found 
v. here the water was only two and a half, three 
and four feet deep. The river hanks were a 
continuous line of wuter-breaks and damage 
Opposite Ihe mouth of tin* Feather river the 
channel whs two aud a half feet deep, aud in 
the main Feather river channel at its mouth 
stood a crane not knee-deep in water. It was 
first intended to take the parte up the Feather 
river tn Marysville in a light ilrnfl boat, but it 
was deemed advisable not to disturb the crane, 
so we passed tip the Sacramento some three 
lengths of the steamer aud turned round in 
twenty seven feet of water, where the river 
batiks were natural, w Blow and tree-lined. Just 
one item here o show the importance of the 
river ami its value as a freight-late regulator. 
In the two hours anil a bait up trip we met the 
following steamers ami barges, i give their 
tonuage capacity and their wheat cargoes to 
show w hat the river would then allow them to 
carry, aud the value of its carrying capacity, 
even ill its crippled condition:

This is equal to 205 carloads of 10 tons each. 
\V also met the steamer Seizer and barge snag 
(h-ntist to its majesty, the Government, and rival 
with debris in removing snags from giving 
trouble, it is our privilege and our dutv to urge 
our Congressmen to at on«.v act in concert with 
similar interests of the country and secure a 
large appropriation for the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers and their tributaries. Allow me 
to give a few reasons for a united, energetic 
effort in this direction: On September 3d and 
1th there was held in St. Paul. Minnesota a 
•• Northwestern Water-Ways Convention.” The 
committee appointed by the Convention allotted 
to the time states aud Territories represented 
926 delegates. There were over film delegates 
present, besides visiting Congressmen from the 
South and other portions of the country Gov­ 
ernment engineers, and other citizens.' Thev 
claimed a Convention representing, aside from 
Alaska, one-fourth of the territory and one- 
fiurth of the population of the fiiited Stales 
The 
subjects 
considered 
were

ami improvement of the navigable rivers 
of the Northwest, and the construction of the 
Hennepin canal, an artificial water-way to ex­ 
tend from near Rock Island to Hennepin 011 the 
Illinois river, thence to Lake Michigan,'so thut 
the Mississippi and Missouri river trade c a u <ret 
to the seaboard via the lakes or the north Both 
propositions were unanimously indorsed after 
the following and many other points were 
brought out . 7iii* nation has passcrl from a 
period of poverty to one of comparative wealth 
Appropriations in this country lor watcr-wuy 
improvements do not compare with those made 
by European countries and nations for like work 
This Government has given hundred* oi millions 
for land grants and in subsidies to railroad en­ 
terprises. These mails, with their “ pooling” 
system, prevent the people from getting the 
benefit of close competition, vet ure held in 
cheek only by the natural wáter-wavs of the 
country. When navigation rlo.-cs, the roids 
frequently double their freight rales. That sum­ 
mer grain freight rates from the Northwest to 
the seaboard cau be reduced one-half by river 
improvements aud the building of the canal to 
connect the Western rivers with the Northern 
lakes; that this reduction will allow them to 
compete, in Liverpool with Russian. Austrian 
aud Indian breadstuffs: while the cost ot the 
canal will be from six to thirteen trillion dollars 
according to its carrying capacity, the reduction 
of freight that its construction will give to the 
products of that Inland empire will save the 
people thereof some twenty-four millions of 
dollars annually (statisticsand figures are given 
for this statement); India is engaged in con­ 
structing waterways for the transportation of 
her proditc s; that the N« rthwest contributes 
largely to the revenues of the Government; that 
this nation has a'ready spent about 8139,000,000 
on the \\ estera waterway*, the most of it 011 the 
I pper Mississippi, and hence bus recognized 
the 
importance 
of the 
work, 
and 
was 
committed to srill greater outlay; that the Gov­ 
ernment engineers had approved Ihe work. 
General Newton having 
list estimated t.iat 
from 81-i.000.000 to S20.0u0,o0«t is required to con­ 
tinue the present work licing «lone 011 the rivers 
and harbors. They ask for $7,000,000 alone lor 
the improvement of the Missouri river, which is 
one of the most treacherous rivers of the earth. 
Senator Eustis, of I-outsiana, sahl to them that 
the South favored such waterway improve­ 
ments. 
They claim that Congress lias the 
power, and that it is its duty to thoroughly en­ 
gage ill such work; that they desire to work in 
harmony with all sections of the country hav­ 
ing equitable claims for such improvements to 
be made; that Congress shall not pass river and 
ita'bor improvement hiilsunless their wants are 
favorably considered. The Convention closed 
alter adopting unanimously about e'ghteen 
lengthy resolutions. The portion most interest­ 
ing to us is : 
Whereas, In order to secure to the producers 
cl this country the highest pos*ible return for 
their products, to receive in return the ex­ 
change* for the same at the most favorable rates, 
and to sustain our proper relations to foreign 
markets, the cost of transportation must be re­ 
duced to the minimum. 
Resol ved, That all naturally navigable water- 
waj*s and harbors of the United States should 
be thoroughly and extensively improved; that 
certain artificial waterways should lie con­ 
structed; that $25,000,000 per year forsttch im­ 
provements would not be an extravagant appro­ 
priation on the part of the General Government. 
We commeut many of their points to the 
csreful consideration of Messrs. McKenna, Mor- 
roiv, Loutit, and their 
fellow-Congressmen 
from this great State. 
By the way, there is no man among a'l our 
able and repre*entative delegation to Congress, 
whose national reputation, whose great breadth 
of character, and whose peculiar relations to 
this important qutstion. will enable him to do 
more lor us, and who will do it with less urging, 
than our great benefactor, and now United 
States Senator, the Hon. I-eland Stanford. 
I have been a little lengthy in recitlug to you 
my synopsis of the proceedings ol the .St. Raul 
Convention of last September, but it shows how 
the people oi the great heart of this nation vie«v 
a question which greatly interests us. The West 
is now a power at Washington. 


A PARARLE IN CONCLUSION. 
Permit me to get back home a moment, make 
a few comparisons, and I have done. 
We, too, 
contribute to the Government revenue largely! 
The Sacramento and ¿on Joaquiu country anil 


its dependencies is an empire of Itself, capable 
.of supporting comfonahly millions of those 
Western people who know but little of this 
land of milk and honey." 
Their rivers are as 
nature 1» ft them, improved by tbe expenditure 
of tilts nation's millions; ours have been dam­ 
aged by the sufferance of the Government in 
permitting the production of the pr.-eious 
metals, which product doubt!e*s sustained, if 
not preserved, this nation In its tinte of greatest 
peril. 
A moiety f as not yet been returned us 
111 appropriations to repair titose damages. 
We 
must have our rivers repaired to save a vast 
rich reaint from being inundat. d snddestroved’ 
ihetr rivers ate cu* nearly at r ght angles by a 
thousand and one artificial lines of commerce 
running east and west. 
Their rivers and their 
proposed canals will he closed to commerce one 
trait ot the year. 
Our rivers are open, free to 
everybody, :{6j days of the calendar year ami 
are paralleled on both sides by a system of rail­ 
roads. extending from the base 01 the mount­ 
ains to the seaboard, which are controlled hv 
one management. 
As long as opportunity-improving man con- 
trois railroads, let the river once become thor­ 
oughly disabled, and toe pc pie wilt com eto 
more or loss grief. Let me illu-trate that possi­ 
ble future by a domestic parable: A certain 
man at the Eust. whose first wife, a good aver­ 
age woman, had dii-d (po-sibly from uegleci) a 
second one, more pleasing, but. not liking his 
mulish w htms, had left h m without “just canse 
or provocation." He had just closed the lust 
quarter of a short honey-mooti with a third one 
when a friend mer him with the greeting: 
"Well, Iriend Matrimony, what is the verdict"” 
Grasping the situation lrom his standpoint, and 
whtje a teur scraped down his cheek like a 
piece of rock salt, he promptly replied ■ “ Bet­ 
ter to worse; just be careful with what you 
have got. and be happy.’ 
it was evidcr t that 
No. 3 was u Mrs. Daniel, w ho, without any help 
lrom the Almighty, could quiet everything in 
the "den.” Therefore, let us cherish’ our first 
love, the rivers, and “ be careiul of what wo 
have got.” I/iok as this question as you may 
if a river and harbor improvement hill’ can find 
a just basts anywhere in this country it cer­ 
tainly is here. » here is located the orchard, the 
vineyard, and the field of this great common­ 
wealth.

W e a tlie r C o m p ariso n s fo r N ovem ber. 
The mean temperature for November for 
m any years is 53.3°. The mean tempera­ 
ture for last month was 54.4°, which is 1.1° 
above the average of many (thirty-three) 
years, although November, 1884, was a 
warmer month than the November just 
past, as judged by its mean average temper­ 
ature, 55.4°. The average m onthly velocity 
of wind for eight years past was about 3,280 
m iles. The past month, therefore, had 
2,705 miles more wind than the average for 
November in eight years. November, 18S4, 
gave the least wind that has been recorded 
since the Signal Service opened office at this 
point. That year there was but 2,317 miles, 
or 3.GGS miles less than the past month. 
November, 1885, can be written down, or 
up. as a phenomena! (and, meteorologically | 
speaking,) abnormal month in most of its 
climatic conditions, viz : more wind and a 
higher velocity, more rain, more cloudy 
and rainy days than is usual for the third 
month o f the rainy season in the glorious 
clim ate of California. 
Just think of it; 
only four clear days in the month, while 
the average is about eighteen or twenty. 
And for the second tim e in nine years the 
prevailing direction o f wind was from the 
southeast. 
Since 1877. except 1883 and 
1885, the prevailing wind was from the 
north in six years, northwest in one and 
southeast in two, a total of nine years. 
There were no killing frosts and hut three 
light frosts. 
November. 1885, will be re­ 
membered, then, as a month and year to 
date from, in speaking of wet months in the 
early part o f our rainy season :

T he fruit interests 
are looking up quite lively here, with 
prospects of a good business for next sea­ 
son. 
I wrote you som e tim e since about 
m eeting 
o f fruit-growers to 
form a 
union here sim ilar to that at Newcastle. 
Arrangements are now being made to 
build a new fruit depot here, for additional 
accommodations in packing and shipping. 
A switch will be constructed on the oppo­ 
site side from the present station building. 
W e already have a branch here of the 
Newcastle Association. The feeiing here 
is in favor of joining the State Fruit-Grow­ 
ers’ Union, provided by doing so our grow­ 
ers will not lose all control of their fruit. 
They w ill probably be able to determine 
this as soon as ilie January m eeting of the 
State Union is held. 
There is much activity in this section in 
the work of clearing land preparatory to 
setting out fruit trees and vines. 
The granite business is som ewhat im ­ 
proving, although work at the quarries is 
not yet very brisk. 
Services are now held here regularly 
each Sunday in the new M. E. Church, 
Rev. N. R. Peck, of Ophir, being the pas­ 
tor. 
The debt of the church has recently 
been reduced to $500. 
The am ount of green fruit shipments 
from this place the past season were as 
follows: By express, 7,ÍM0 boxes, or 147,-

gational Church was com pletely filled last

“ From Bondage to Freedom." Space this 
morning will not permit even a brief syn­ 
opsis of the able lecture, which was full of 
historical facts, interesting experience, per­ 
sonal reminiscences, and a review of the 
sorrows, trials, persecutions, and tribula­ 
tions his race passed through during the 
two hundred and forty years they were 
held in bondage. H e most graphically por­ 
trayed the character of the slaves before 
the war: how well they cared for the wives, 
children, and property o f their master, 
while the latter was battling in the armies 
of the Confederacy. How, also, they assisted 
the boys in blue, rendered them succor 
whenever possible, led them through im ­ 
penetrable swamps, liberated them from 
captivity, fed them at Aiidcrsonville and 
Libby, and commingled their blood with 
those who fell on the side of the Union, 
battling for the preservation of the life of 
the nation. 
H e dwelt at length upon the 
education of the 
freedman. and related 
what was now being done, both North and 
South in that direction. 
His lecture was 
interspersed with am using anecdotes of his 
people, which were told in a captivating 
manner, and which kept the audience in 
the best of humor. 
As a lecturer he has 
but few- equals, and those who failed to 
attend last evening missed a rare oratorical 
trea>.

Have just got in from niy Asiatic 
journey, and will pass through Sacramento 
to-morrow evening on my way home to 
Fulton. N. Y. 
Meet me at the depot.” 
The note was signed “ H arry Comstock.” 
Knowing Colonel Comstock as a gentleman 
of wide experience as a traveler in foreign 
lands, and one whose published letters and 
interviews have always been full of inter­ 
est to the public, it was determined to 
secure more than a few m inutes’ conversa- i 
tion with him , and for this purpose the j 
recipient 
of 
the 
above 
note 
went j 
to 
Suisun 
to 
meet 
him. 
Colonel ' 
Comstock was found in one of tiie luxuri­ 
ous I’ullm an coaches, the center of an 
interested group of ladies and gentlemen, 
whom he was regaling 
with 
pleading 
sketches ot his travels and experiences 
among the Chinese, the Tartars, the Jap­ 
anese and Coreans. The reporter, after a 
most cordial reception by Ab Comstock, 
found it necessary, for the sake of polite­ 
ness, to forego for a time his seltish inten­ 
tion of applying the merciless journalistic 
auger, and had to content himself for more 
than half an hour with being a listener to 
the somewhat general catechizing which 
the 
great 
traveler was undergoing at 
the hands of the circle of am ateur inter­ 
viewers. 
Later ou lie managed to get his 
victim alone in one of tii ■ unoccupied 
compartments of the sleeper, and had the 
satisfaction of obtaining a prolonged pri­ 
vate conversation with hint. 
“ Now, Colonel, 1 want yon to tell me 
something about your trip. W hen I last 
heard of you, you were a thousand miles 
or so in the interior of the Chinese Em ­ 
pire, apparently traveling on the hurri­ 
cane deck of a buffalo. 
Was that the most 
convenient means of travel at hand, or 
were you just posing on that hideous-look- 
ing beast for photographic effect ?" 
“ My d'-ar fellow,” replied the Colonel, 
” that photograph represented a hit of 
every day experience of mine. Know you 
there are neither railroads nor wagon- 
roads in China, and these buffaloes, which 
differ from the American species, are uti­ 
lized as beasts of burden and by travelers. 
Outside the one small spot in China where 
Europeans and Americans make their resi­ 
dence, there are no horses used, and abso­ 
lutely nothing nearer a public highway 
than a mere path. These paths, beaten 
hard by 
THOUSANDS OK 6KAIÍS OK TK.lMriNU 
By the natives, run in every direction, and 
there are no cross-roads sign-boards to help 
the traveler iind his way through the broad 
expanse ot the Flowery Kingdom. 
He 
must rely upon his attendant, who acts as 
his interpreter.” 
“ You must have had some strange ex­ 
periences, and have seen much to interest 
you?” 
" Yes, indeed ; and yet, after all, there is 
little or no pleasure in journeying alone 
amone lliese seltish, stolid Mongolians. 
They live in hovels, their food is vile, and 
their whole method of living is little 
better than that of so many swine. 
In­ 
deed, in many instances the hogs and the 
Chinamen occupy—if not the same sleep­ 
ing apartments—at least the same domi­ 
cile. 
The traveler is obliged to undergo 
many unpleasant experiences. 
He must 
carry his own blankets with him and be 
content with the corner ol a but and a 
bunch of dirty straw, spread 
011 
the 
ground, for his lodging-place. 
If the ver­ 
min do not run oil' with him during the 
night he considers himself fortunate.” 
As the Colonel spoke, a far-away look 
came into his eyes, and his lingers invol­ 
untarily sought the hack of his neck in a 
pineer-like effort to nail something. 
He 
was retailed from his reverie by a query as 
to the feeling existing among the Chinese 
of the interior toward European or Amer­ 
ican travelers. 
“ OH. TilKY AHK FRIENDLY BKOUGH,” 
He replied. “ In fact, they are rather in­ 
different to the whites. 
You have to 
•pum p’ the stolid creatures pretty hard to 
get anything from them. 
In some parts 
they look upon us with a sort of awe, as if 
we were (as of course we are) superior be­ 
ings ; and when a Chinese mother wishes 
to frighten her disobedient offspring into 
submission, she tells it that it it doesn’t 
behave the awful white man will take it. 
This is u potent argum ent with Mongolian 
children.'’ 
" Well, but are not the Chinese more or 
less incensed at Americans for the letter’s 
harsh treatment of their countrymen out 
here, and because of the attempts that are 
beinc made to keep them out of America?” 
“ No, not a bit of it. The fact is, ytm 
may travel for years among the Chinese 
and never hear America spoken of. The 
masses there don’t seem to be aware of the 
fact that such u country as this exists. 'And 
even among the few that do know what is 
going on. there is no feeling over the 
subject. The Chinamen at home care no 
more about the fate of those that have 
wandered from the land of their fathers 
than they do about the result of tlie next 
local election to be held in Sacramento. 
1 
learned absolutely nothing in China about 
the Wyoming masacre, except what I read 
in the p ipers received from home. 
IF AI.I. AMERICA WERE CLOSED 
Tightly against Chinese immigration to­ 
morrow, and all the Chinamen now here 
were next month landed in Hongkong, the 
event would scarcely produce a ripple upon 
the surface of everyday affairs in China. 
Outside a small mercantile circle in each 
of the leading ports these matters are never 
discussed, ami 1 assure you the people are 
positively indifferent about them ." 
' But they tan hardly be unmindful of 
the occasional acts of cruelty that are 
visited upon Chinese in tiiis country?" 
“ I assure you that if there is one thing 
about which a Chinaman can be absolutely 
indifferent, it is the life of one of bis coun­ 
trymen. 
W hy. a Chinaman never thinks 
of lending a hand to save another from 
death. One day, while 1 was visiting some 
friends on a vessel in port, an aged China­ 
man. who was peddling vegetables along 
the dock, had the ill luck to upset his sam- 
/ hin, or small scow, and as he struggled in 
the water, the other Chinamen about him 
¡«aid no more attention to his cries than if 
he were a dog—not so much, in fact, for 
they would have saved a dog. 
I shouted 
to several of them to go to the old m an’s 
rescue; and, as they did not stir, I ordered 
my servant to try and save him , but he was 
as stolid as the»rot. 
I Ihcn ran and got a 
rope, and threw it to the poor old fellow 
just in time to save him from drowning. 
When 1 gut him 011 board the vessel, I 
asked my • boy ’ why his countrymen were 
so indifferent as to the fate of the old ped­ 
dler. He explained that whenever a China 
man interposes to save the 'ife of another, 
the latter 
RECOMES A CHAUUK UPON HIS RESCUED 
For life. 
He must work for him . support 
and care fir him . 
Hence, tew Chinamen 
are saved from death in that country. 
Since that incident 1 have had abundant 
proof of the fact, for in going up one of the 
principal rivers during the late Hoods 1 saw 
scores of poor creatures lose their lives 
simply beranse nobody would help them. 
We, as < bristians, may deprecate the cruel­ 
ties and murders inflicted sometimes upon 
the 
coolie invaders of the free soil of 
America, because such acta are repugnant 1 
to our religion and our natures: but we 
need not tie awake nights wondering what . 
will be the effect throughout China when • 
the news reaches them that Ah Thief was i 
shot the other night while robbing a lien- j 
roost or a sluice-box." 
" Is there not a great deal of wealth in 
China, even cuLside the higher castes? The ’ 
impression here is. you know, that China ‘ 
is a sort of financial octopus—that she never 
lets go her own wealth, while her tentacles . 
are fastened U|>on many lands, especially i 
California, the financial resources of which 
she has been sapping for many years.” 
"That is a very good illustration. 
Yes, ! 
there is a great deal of real wealth among 
th e middle classes in China, but it is not 
manifest. 
The M andarin#Jiave squeezed 
the people so in the past that ihev have 
learned the advantages of secretiveness. 
Returning Chinamen from the 
Pacific 
coast iiave in the last twenty-five vears 
taken many millions of dollars home'with 
them , but they are keeping it pretty well 
out of sight, I can tel! Lou.” 
“ Colonel, your chief mission out there ! 
was, of course, to introduce American , 
weapons into the armies of China, Japan, - 
Corea and other countries. 
Did you meet 
w ith good success? 
Aud when the Mon- ¡ 
golian warriors march out to a Sunday 1 
picnic to the inspiriting strains of a home­ 
made • Lannigan’s Ball,’ or ’The Girl I 


Left Behind Me,’ do the roses peep from 
the muzzles of American rifles? 
“ Yes, sir,” replied the Colonel, compla­ 
cently stroking his m ilitary whiskers ; “ I 
Hatter myself that Yankee shrewdness got 
away with European obsequiousness and 
toadyism. I have supplied upward of

To the Chinese Government, and con­ 
tracted for, more than $2.000,000 worth. 
J ust now there is a lull in affairs in the 
Orient, but I shall return next spring and 
push matters.

Corea has a 
sort of skeleton army that is still using 
some old muskets procured from me on a 
former visit, ami I have arranged for a new 
supply.” 
“ The French rather got away with the 
Chinamen in the late war, didn’t they?” 
“ Don’t you believe anything of the 
kind.” replied the Colonel, warmly. “ I 
was in Tonquin during the trouble," and I 
tell you the French had their hands full. 
The hundreds of soldiers that were re­ 
ported as having d id of disease went to 
their graves from lead-poisoning, adminis­ 
tered by Chinamen. The Algerians be­ 
longing to the French forces were, how­ 
ever, desperate fighters, but the scoundrels 
are as black-hearted as they are desperate. 
1 saw with my own eyes scenes at 
THE SACKING OF BACH N IN 
East March that were enough to paralyze 
the stoutest heart. 
These black feinds 
went pell-mell through the town, bayonet­ 
ing wounded soldiers, outraging women 
and braining children as ruthlessly as the 
American husbandman 
cuts down his 
teeming 
crop of wheat. H ere and in 
Europe people have read only the state­ 
ments made by the French, but I tell you 
the secret history of that Tonquin war is 
something for which all honorable French­ 
men would blush if they but knew it is I 
have known it. I ’m glad I’m an Ameri­ 
can, for America (said' Colonel Comstock 
with enthusiasm) would never be guilty of 
such persecution 
and 
outrage. 
But— 
mark my words—there will some day be 
an uprising in that country that will sweep 
the- invaders from the soii. ’ 
“ You were, 1 believe, among the Tar­ 
tars. Did you try to catch one?”

AN AN C IEN T T E M P L E O F W O R SH IP. 
"No. but 1 saw in Chinese Tariarv one of 
the most colossal towers in the world, and 
which is at the same time a beautiful work 
of the ancients. It was erected, so it is 
claimed, about 4.000 years ago, and is some 
400 feet in higlit. 
It is built after the 
> vie of a pagoda, being really a religious 
temple. The material is dressed granite, 
and it looks as sound to-day as if it had 
not been exposed to the elements all these 
forty centuries. There is a projection, or 
lauding, every twelve feet, and ever each 
of them is one of those graceful verandas 
which give that peculiarly Oriental effect 
to structures of any kind." At each of the 
four corners of these verandas is hung a 
b ell; those of tlie first weighing about half 
a ton each, the others decreasing in size 
toward the top. These bells are not round, 
like ours, but have square corners—in 
fact, are miniature pagodas in themselves. 
Owing either to the peculiar shape of the 
hells (which, possibly, causes them to be 
moved by the slightest breeze), or to the 
manner ¡11 which they are hung—I do not 
know w hich—they are constantly in ¡no­ 
tion. The oscillation is very slight, but it 
i? sufficient to keep up a steady', gentle 
tinkle, tinkle, throughout the day and 
night—sweeter far than the chimes of any 
bell-tower in America that 1 have ever 
heard. Sometimes, when the wind is high, 
these bells can be heard for miles. As I 
stood in the topmost chamber of this an­ 
cient pile and reflected that

Christian land, the soft chimes of its won­ 
derful bells floating ceaselessly down the 
long tide ot years, 
I could not but feel 
that if Christians were as enthusiastic in 
their faith as the heathen of Asia have 
ever been in theirs, the cause of religion 
might have been farther advanced than it 
is to-day.” 
" C-olonel, you spoke of the squalor that 
prevails among the peopleof the interior of 
Chinn. 
Now. on the other baud, is there 
not a great display of wealth among the 
upper elasses." 
“ Oh, yes. The Mandarins and nobles 
live in tine style, in their way, and dress 
gorgeously. In Hongkong there are first- 
class European tailors, and as I had the 
good fortune to be in favor with the Gov­ 
ernment ofti ials, I naturally' w'anted to 
dress as well as possible, so I liad the most 
stylish clothes made; but when I was 
rigged up in my best I looked like a rag­ 
picker in comparison with tlie men in 
whose company I was thrown. 
I didn’t 
stand that long, I assure you. 
I went and 
paid $125 in American gold for a Manda­ 
rin s costume, and a high official presented 
me with a fine Mandarin button to adorn 
the crown of my cap. 
In this rig I loomed 
up like an East Imliaman in a fog, I tell 
you. and I didn’t take a back seat for any 
of them. 
But, see here, we’re almost in 
Sacramento. By the way, 


h o w ’s t h e SH OOTIN G ABOUT H E R E 
These days? I wish I could stop over a 
day or two and pum p a little lead into 
those big flocks of geese down on the 
Cosumnes. I think I see m y old friend 
(and gun rival 1 Tucker, dressed in that 
Esquimaux reindeer suit, and trying to 
plav himself off' for a voung calf on those 
wary fellows. That was about the only 
time 1 ever knew him to get left on any 
proposition.” 
The reporter took leave of Colonel Com­ 
stock as the train was about to resume its 
eastward journey, after thanking him for 
the fund of interesting information im part­ 
ed by bitu. The Colonel is a resident of 
Fulton, New York, and has often been in 
California. H e has several times—in his 
capacity of 
commercial 
traveler—been 
around the world. 
He is a gentleman of 
fine address, polished and affable. 
It is 
not unlikely that lie will shortly publish a 
book of his travels.

Pierre- 
pont Morgan said that Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
death would have little or no effect 011 the 
m arket; that the West Shore negotiations 
would go on as before, and that a cable­ 
gram had been sent to London with the 
information of his death, which no doubt 
would be received there with a good deal 
of regret. 
Pool Commissioner Fink said that Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s death would have no effect 011 
the pool, as he had been out of the arrange­ 
ment for some time. No doubt the death 
of such a prominent man would be felt as a 
great loss by the mercantile world. 
H enry Clews said that Mr. Vanderbilt's 
death, no doubt, would have some effect on 
the market, as it would be used by those 
who always sought to make capital out of 
calamity, but this would be of no serious 
character. There was nothing to fear. 


D ETAILS OF T H E SAD A F F A IR . 
N ew Y o r k . December 8th.—W illiam H. 
Vanderbilt is dead: W ithout a mom ent’s 
warning, the message came for him , and 
he was no more. The gilt iron crossover 
the gate that leads to the grounds of the 
Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum on Fifth 
avenue gleamed brightly under the electric 
lamp to-night. 
.Seen from 
the grand 
entrance of the Vanderbilt mansion, di­ 
rectly opposite, against the somber grey of 
the marble cathedral, it was the only cheer­ 
ful thing in the wide, deserted avenue: 
that 
seemed 
also 
stricken 
as 
with 
sudden 
death. 
The 
rays 
of 
its 
brightness 
were 
reflected 
in 
the 
windows 
of 
the 
huge 
brown-stone 
pile, behind whose closed curtains one of 
the richest men in the world lay dead, 
stricken suddenly and without warning. 
The busy hum of traffic and the noise of 
the street were lmshed in the block. Car­ 
riages turned out and pessers-by stopped 
to inquire if it was true that the millionaire 
was dead. Being told that they had heard 
aright, they went their way, sobered and 
silent, tarrying at a mayhap moment to 
gaze pityingly at the huge stone pile. 
Inside the servants and friends tiptoed 
about with grave faces. The door bell was 
rung almost every minute, and the wide 
portals swung open to adm it other friends, 
who cante to mourn with the mourners. 
Up stairs, behind the drawn curtains of the 
millionaire's bedroom,'were sobs and tears. 
The children of the dead were gathered 
there about his corpse. None of them had 
been with him in the hour of his death. 
To none had he time to speak a word of 
farewell. 
As he lay upon the carved bed 
in the large square room, the windows of 
which overlook the avenue from the north­ 
east corner from the south wing of the 
building 
to the 
left main entrance, 
Mr. 
Vanderbilt 
looked 
as 
though 
he had fallen 
into 
a 
gentle sleep. 
His features were peaceful, and as natural 
as if he had just ceased talking and laid 
down to rest. His death had been as pain­ 
less as it was sudden. Mr. Vanderbilt was 
always an early riser. When in his young 
days lie worked his Staten Island farm, it 
was his custom to rise with the sun, and he 
used to say in his later life that he had 
often arisen at 4 o'clock to go to New York 
and return to breakfast and bis plow at 7. 
Of late years he had made it a practice to 
leave his bed at 7 or much later, and 
throughout the increasing ill-health of the 
last two winters he had adhered to this 
practice. 
H IS LAST HOURS. 
After arising to-day, he had held his 
usual morning conference with his sons, 
Cornelius and William K., who were ac­ 
tive managers of his railroad property, and 
afterward with E. V. Rossitter. his private 
Secretary, and Treasurer of tlie New York 
Central Railroad, to whom he intrusted a 
large share of the management of his pri­ 
vate business affairs. These conferences 
were held in Mr. Vanderbilt’s study, on the 
ground floor of 
the 
mansion, in the 
corner 
to 
the 
left 
of 
the 
main 
entrance 
from 
the 
avenue. 
It was 
his 
favorite 
room, 
where he wrote 
and transacted all his business. During 
the morning conference to-day lie had 
been more than ordinarily active and alert, 
so much so as to excite comment, to which 
lie replied, in a good-humored, jocular 
vein, that he had eaten a good breakfast, 
and was looking forward with pleasant an­ 
ticipation to a ride up the boulevard with 
his son-in-law. Hamilton McK. Twomblcy, 
in the afternoon. At 11 o'clock lie sent to 
the Grand Central depot 
for his old­ 
time friend, Chauncey M. Depew,President 
of the New York Central road, with a 
message that he wished to sec him. 
Mr. 
Depew’ was engaged in a conference at the 
depot, and sent word that he would not be 
able to come for an hour or two. and Van­ 
derbilt delayed tlie appointment till 1 
o’clock; and to occupy the interval, went 
down to the studio of J. Q. A. Ward, the 
sculptor, in West Fifty-second street, to sit 
for a bronze bust of himself, which the 
Trustees of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons wished to place in á vestibule of 
the college, for the erection of which he 
recently gave half a million of dollars. He 
returned and took lunch at 12:30 with his 
wife, his son George and 
Mr. Twotu- 
blev. 
At the table he was noticeably 
bright and cheerful. At 1 o’clock Robert 
Garret, President of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, called upon Mr. Depew at the Grand 
Central depot, and finding him still de­ 
tained there, went up to Mr. Vanderbilt s 
house to inform the millionaire aud take 
Mr. Depew’s place. Mr. Vanderbilt greeted 
him coidially, and engaged in a long and 
animated conversation with him about 
railroad matters. The conference lasted 
more than an 
hour, and 
Mr. 
Van­ 
derbilt 
sent word 
to Mr. Twombiey 
that he would be compelled to forego the 
intended drive. The two railroad magnates 
were discussing the new terminal facilities, 
which the B. and O. liad secured by way 
of Staten Island, and Vanderbilt showed 
a 
lively interest in the results that 
were to follow for the island of his birth 
from the new enterprise. It was while the 
talk turned upon the scenes of his child­ 
hood and his early work, contrasted with 
the tremendous achievements of his oid 
age. that Mr. Garrett, sitting on a sofa and 
facing the millionaire, who leaned forward 
in 
his arm chair, as 
was 
his 
habit 
when thoroughly interested, was suddenly 
made aware of a slight indistinctness in 
Vanderbilt’s speech, that grew into an in­ 
articulate sound as he leaned over to catch 
his words. Mr. Vanderbilt pitched for­ 
ward. without ■■ arning. and 
FELL HEAVILY ON THE FLOOR. 
On hi? face. Mr. Garrett sprang to his leet. 
and seizing a pillow from the sofa, laid it 
under his fripnd’s head. H e then sum­ 
moned Mrs. Vanderbilt and George, the 
youngest son. 
Messengers were sent in 
haste for physicians. One from the neigh­ 
borhood resjKjnded first, and was followed 
alm ost immediately by the family doctor, 
Jam es W. McLean, (such simple restora­ 
tives as were at hand had been hurriedly 
applied, but hum an aid was in vain. 
Mr. Vanderbilt never spoke or moved after 
he fell under the sudden stroke, and died 
in a few moments without a struggle. To 
all intents and purposes he was dead the 
instant he fell upon the floor. 
It was 2 30 , 
when Dr. McLean led tlie stricken widow ; 
from the room, where her husband had sat 1 
planning and working in the full pride of 
health and strength five minutes before.

OPIHION OK THE PHYSICIAN. 
Dr. McLean pronounced his death the 
result ot a sudden stroke of paralysis, due 
to the bursting of a large blood vessel at 
the base of the brain—of a kind that are 
absolutely fatal at the moment. H e stated 
that Mr. Vanderbilt's death was as painless 
as it was sudden. The doctor knew his 
patient most intim ately, and promptly 
certified 
to 
the 
cause 
of 
death, 
to 
avoid 
the 
unnecessary 
formality 
of a Coroner s inquest and an autopsy. 
Vi lien it was ascertained beyond a doubt 
that \ anderbilt was a dead man, the 
servants were sum moned 
and helped 
to carry the body of their dead master up 
stairs to the bedroom he had occupied in 
life. Mrs. Vanderbilt was prostrated with 
grief, and telephone messages were sent to 
the Grand Central depot to summon her 
sons, and to the residences of her sons-in- 
law, to inform them of the bereavement 
Cornelius, V illiam K. and Frederick Van­ 
derbilt bad been together in the offices at 
the depot less than half an hour before 
the message 
came, 
and 
had 
gone 
away 
together. 
The message 
found 
Cornelius in a meeting of Trustees of the 
American Bible Society at tlie Libie House. 
H e hastened at once to the house, w hither 
Mr. Depew had preceded him , dumb with 
depression over his friend’s death, and one 
by one the other children arrived; and as 
the 
report spread, 
with 
lightning­ 
like 
rapidity, 
through the city, nearer 
friends of the dead magnate also came. 
Universal consternation and 
grief 
vailed at the most unexpected news. 


[The subject ol this sketch, whose por­ 
trait is eiven above, was the oldest son of 
the late Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
H e was born at the summer residence of 
his father, New Brunswick, N. J., and after 
practical education at Columbia College 
Grammar-school, he entered, in liis 18th 
year, the financial house of Drew, Robin­ 
son & Co., where be exhibited sucli indus­ 
try and executive ability that, on tlie ex­ 
piration of two years, lie was offered an 
interest in tlie business. The close con­ 
finement, however, having begun to prey 
011 his health, and his father having pur­ 
chased and ¡ resented to 
him seventy- 
live 
acres 
of 
unimproved 
land 
on 
Staten 
Island, 
he 
at 
once 
took 
his voung wife there and set to work with 
such skill and energy that he not only 
«¡eared the entire tract of land but soon 
purchased 350 acres more and planted 
it all. Shortly after this period the Staten 
Island Railroad Company became embar­ 
rassed, when Mr. Vanderbilt and his uncle 
Jacob, entering the management, relieved 
the road of its difficulties. The experi­ 
ence acquired here gave him such an in­ 
sight into railroad affairs and so advanced 
him in the estimation of certain capitalists 
and stockholders that in 1864 he ivas 
elected Vice-President of the New York 
and H arlani Railroad Company, and of 
the 
Hudson 
River 
lino 
in 
1866. 
Under 
his 
management 
these 
roads 
because so prosperous tiiat he was unhesi­ 
tatingly recognized as not only a railroad 
manager of profound knowledge and ex­ 
perience, but worthy the confidence of the 
Commodore, his father, to tlie fullest ex­ 
tent. W ithin the last fifteen years of his 
lite he made numerous visits to Europe, 
where he purchased innumerable and cost­ 
ly works of art for the adornm ent of bis 
New York home. His charities and public 
spirit, according to the statements of those 
who professed to know much of his pri­ 
vate life, have not been unworthy' of his 
vast wealth, although he never seemed 
to court notoriety through these channels. 
There have been rum ors afloat during tlie 
past year of heavy losses to Vanderbilt 
through the decline in the value of rail­ 
road securities in which be had invested 
many million dollars, but his wealth was 
so vast that his standing in the financial 
world could not be affected by passing 
events of that character. 
Public report 
has placed the fortune of W illiam II. V an­ 
derbilt at from $100.000,0(X) to $200,000,000. 
Now that he is dead, and ilie estate must 
be administered upon, this much-vexed 
question will doubtless soon be settled to 
the satisfaction of the public.]

Amerk in M ethods vs. E n g lish. — Ac­ 
cording to .Science the United States has re­ 
cently been complimented by ¡111 eminent 
English authority, Sir I.yon Playfair, on 
its,enlightened policy in reference to scien­ 
tific investigation. 
In some respects, he 
savs. this young country is in advance of 
all European Stales in joining science to its 
administrative offices. He points particu­ 
larly to the excellent work of the United 
States Fi?h Commission, ar.d makes this 
amusing comparison of the English and 
American methods of prom oting fisheries. 
In England there are expensive commis­ 
sions to vistit the toast and question the 
fishermen : and the fishermen, having only 
a knowledge of a small area, give the most 
contradictory and unsatisfactory evidence. 
“ In America, the questions are put to na­ 
ture and not to fishermen,” and the results 
of the inquiry are therefore far more fruit­ 
ful. In this bright antithesis—questioning 
nature, not the fishermen—there is a ready 
answer to those who wish for “ practical” 
science, not “ abstract” science. It seems 
“ practical to question fishermen: the pro­ 
cess proves to be fallacious. It seems “ab­ 
stract to question nature; but ibis method 
is found to be the surest road to positive 
knowledge, and hence to the best results. 


Clea n H eads 
and G ood H ea lth.—A 
clear head is rarely found beneath an un­ 
clean scalp; but a clean head and good 
health are. generally, associates. A distin­ 
guished physician, who has spent mncb 
time at quarantine, said that a person 
whose head was thoroughly washed every 
day' rarely took contagious diseases, Dut 
when the hair was allowed to become dirty 
and matted it was hardly possible to escape 
infection. 
Many persons find speedy re­ 
lief for nervous headache jty washina tlie 
head thoroughly in weak soda water.

D O M ESTIC 


U n ited S ta te s S en ate. 
W ashington, December 8th.—After the 
reading of the Senate Journal, the Presi­ 
dent's messatre was delivered by Prnden, 
liis assistant Private Secretary, and at 12:15 
its reading was begun. Tbe most impres­ 
sive silence marked the reading, many 
Senators leaning forward on their desks to 
catch the words of the message. The read­ 
ing was concluded at 1:52 p. m., and the 
message was, as is customary, ordered 
printed and to lie on the table. 
The Chair laid before the Senate the an­ 
nual report of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury : also a statem ent from the Secretary 
of the Court of Claims, showing the judg­ 
ments rendered by that Court for the past 
y ear; also a statement of the Secretary of 
the Senate, showing the receipts and ex­ 
penditures of his office for the past year. 
The Chair also laid before the Senate a 
memorial from the Legislature of New 
Hampshire, which requests Congress to 
pass legislation that may secure exclusively 
to the American people the public lands of 
the United States, and prevent their sales 
to persons other than citizens, and those 
intending to become such. The memorial 
was read and referred to the Committee 011 
Public Lands. 
Vest and Cockrell presented joint reso­ 
lutions of the State Legislature of Missouri, 
memorializing Congress for on appropria­ 
tion for the protection of bottom lands in 
the southeastern portions of the State of 
Missouri from the annual inundation of 
tbe Mississippi river: also, urging the de­ 
feat of the Buckner bill, to suspend tlie 
further coinage of silver. Referred. 
A large number of bills were then intro­ 
duced, the most im portant of which were 
the following: 
By Hoar—To provide for the perform­ 
ance of the duties of the office of President 
in ease of removal, resignation or inability, 
both of the President and Vice-President; 
also, to establish a uniform system of bank­ 
ruptcy ^throughout the 
United 
States; 
also, to amend an Act entitled an Act 
to aid in construction of a railroad and 
telegraph line from the Missouri river to 
the Pacific coast, and to secure to tlie Gov­ 
ernment the use of the same for postal, 
m ilitary and other purposes, approved July 
1. 1862; also, to fix the salaries of Judges 
of United States District Courts at $5,000 
per annum . 
By Edmunds—To fix a day for the meet­ 
ing of electors of President and Vice-Pres­ 
ident, and the decision of questions arising 
thereon; also, to amend the Act entitled 
“ An Act to amend Section 5352 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes of the United States in ref­ 
erence to bigamy, and for other purposes." 
Senator Cameron offered the following 
resolutions, which were read and referred 
to the Committee on F inance: 
Resolved, That Inasm uch as the business In 
dustries of the country at present seem to be re­ 
viving. it is inexpedient during this Congress to 
pass upon any legislation looking to the reduc­ 
tion of tariff' duties. 
Resolved, T hat any future reduction of tariffs 
should be based upon inform ation common to 
tlie country, as shown by tbe com plete census 
returned at such definite period as can be read­ 
ily anticipated, and met by the different pro­ 
ducing industries of the country. 
Mr. Plum introduced (by request) a joint 
resolution, proposing an amendment to tlie 
Constitution of tlie United States in rela­ 
tion to the manufacture and sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquors. 
Adjourned. 
H o u se o f R e p re s e n ta tiv e s. 
W ashington, December 8th.—The ses­ 
sion of tlie House opened with prayer by 
tbe new Chaplain, Rev. Dr. W. H. Mil- 
burn. 
At 12:30 tbe committee appointed to wait 
upon the President appeared at the liar of 
tlie House and announced thus it had per­ 
formed its duty,and had been requested by 
the President to inform the House that he 
would transm it a communication forth­ 
with. 
Immediately the President’s Assistant 
Private Secretary was announced, and de­ 
livered tiie President’s annual message. 
The Speaker laid the document before 
the House, and it was read by the Clerk 
and listened to attentively by the members. 
There was no manifestation of approval 
or disapproval during the reading of the 
message, which was not concluded until 
3:10. 
The document was then ordered printed, 
and referred to Committee of tlie Whole. 
The death of Eiwood, late Representa­ 
tive from Illinois, was announced by his 
successor, Hopkins, and as a mark of re­ 
spect to the memory of deceased, the 
House, at 3:15, adjourned. 
P re ss C o m m en ts on th e P re siile u t's M es­ 
sag e. 
New Y ork. December 8th.—Tlie Com­ 
mercial says of tlie message: Its general 
tone cannot fail to satisfy the public mind 
that the President inclines to a patriotic, 
conservative course. His invitation to Con­ 
gress to join him in an effort to roach just 
and wise conclusions, laying aside a spirit 
of partisanship, amounts to a pledge on" his 
part to conduct his administration in a 
spirit of comprehensive patriotism. 
On 
the tariff question, bis utterance is singu­ 
larly conservative. On the silver question, 
his views are those of a man who thor­ 
oughly understands the subject. 
The Mail and Express says: 
"T h e gen­ 
eral underlying principles of the message 
are those of an honest, earnest Democrat, 
whoseconvictions as to tbe limitations of t lie 
sphere and functions of tlie Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent are very clear and strong. 
In the 
application of those prineir les, and the 
American principles entertained regarding 
foreign relations, Cleveland shows to good 
advantage. 
In his views on the Isthm us 
ship canal, the Tehuantepec route is evi­ 
dently the only one he strongly favors. On 
the Chinese question he leaves 110 room to 
doubt Iris favoring legislation more effect­ 
ual for their exclusion than we now have. 
Altogether the me?sago is a creditable doc­ 
ument.” 
The Post complains of its length, and 
defers its review until to-morrow. 
A ll Q u ie t in Suit L u k e . 
W ashington, December 8th.—Delegate 
Caine has received the following telegram : 
To Hon. John F. Caine, House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. I'.: We uriderstond that repre­ 
sentations have been made to President Cleve­ 
land that there is danger of an uprising 011 ¡he 
part of the Mormons, that the property and lives 
of non-Mormons are insecure, and that m ilitary 
protection is required. Tlie City Council is m ak­ 
ing an official investigation, and have invited 
the Federal and m ilitary officials, and ail others 
having inform ation hearing on the m atter, to 
appear and testify. The investigation has pro­ 
ceeded far enough to dem onstrate the utter falsi­ 
ty of these rumors, and th at 110 foundation ex ­ 
ists for I hem in fact. A battery of ariillery ar­ 
rived from Om aha to-day, and a company of 
troops is quartered in the city, ostensibly to pro­ 
tect citizens and property. Represent the m at­ 
ter fully to President Cleveland im m ediately, 
stating that no excitem ent exists, and that these 
m easures are uncalled for and entirely unneces­ 
sary.

GENERAL GRANT’S DRINK. 


W h a t H o T o o k 
W h e n 
H e w as V ery 
T h irs ty in C am p . 
General Grant's personal habit? in the 
use of liquor have been a matter of endless 
assertion and contradiction, chiefly because 
he was a man of subor life, who sometimts 
used whisky freely, and with such men a 
single witness who has seen a drink taken 
will color the gossip of a decade with some 
story which is a concretion of falsehood 
about a single gram of truth. 
General 
Rawlins early saw that safety in the trials, 
temptations and exposures of camp life 
lay in total abstinence, and while he con­ 
trolled the headquarters mess the only 
liquor perm itted in 
the 
headquarters' 
stores w as ill the staff surgeon’s chest, and 
precious little of that. In the campaign­ 
ing 
which stretched from Shiloh on 
General Rawlins was relentless on any 
evasion of ihis rule. 
An officer of General 
Thomas’ staff tells a story of a visit to 
General 
G rant’s 
headquarters in the 
field during the Vicksburg campaign, 
where he was made at home in the head­ 
quarters mess. It was a Mississippi June, 
hot and dusty, and lie was surrounded by 
old West Point friends; but first the after­ 
noon supper, and then the evening wore 
away w ithout word or sign of “ how,” as 
they used to say in the Seventh Cavalry. 
At last he ventured on a suggestion, a timid, 
halting remark, to tlie surgeon on head­ 
quarters’ staff, who, in a whisper, explains 1 
that General 
Rawlins was “ death on 
liquor,” but that towards taps the surgeon’s 
shelter tent held something. An hour later 
tiie officer and the surgeon were sitting on 
each side of a cracker box, which carried a 
tin cup, a goblet and a bottle—tbe one 
bottle in headquarters. There was a gurg­ 
ling sound, the aroma of old rye was on 
the air, and outside came a step — the 
two men looked guiltily at each other; 
tlie flap of the shelter tent 
moved, 
the lips of the surgeon shaped the words: 
“ It is Rawlins,” and the flap flow back, 
and Grant himself stepped half in, reached 
out without a word, seized the goblet, emp­ 
tied it and retired as silently. 
“ Well, we 
are dished,” was the comment of the sur­ 
geon; but breakfast found the General com­ 
manding silent and imperturbable, and the 
headquarters it en still dry. 
Years after­ 
ward the officer and General Grant were in 
the smoker of a Pullman together. 
The 
latter dropped liis cigar straight down, 
after a fashion he had, and asked abruptly: 
“ Do you remember that drink on the Big 
Rack river?” "Perfectly,” said the officer, 
with alacrity. “ I don’t think I ever want­ 
ed a drink so much before or since,” was 
General Grant’s solitary comment.—[G. W. 
Childs, in Philadelphia Press.

The 
local columns of the daily press are con­ 
stantly filled with the doings of fast young 
men. The evil example of this cla?s is 
working unutterable injury 
to society. 
Parents, and those who have the care or 
guardianship of youth, should never per­ 
mit a “ fast young man ” to enter their 
house. IVo fear that parents too frequently 
forget the duties they owe their children. 
Me would remind them that, though the 
civil law does not take cognizance of dere­ 
liction of duty in this respect, there is a 
higher, holier law. before whose dread 
tribunal they will have to render a rigid 
account of the trust jdaced under their 
care.—[Exchange.

S yn o p sis of th e R e p o rt o f th e S e c re ta ry 
o f W a r. 
W a shington, December 5th.—The an­ 
nual report of the Secretary of War shows 
that the expenditures and appropriations 
for the fiscal vear ending June 30, 1885, 
were $49,586,000, of which $2,023,000 was 
for salaries and contingent expenses, $27,­ 
540,000 for the army and military academy, 
$15.104,000 for public work and river and 
harbor improvements, and J t 859,000 for 
miscellaneous. 
The above figures include 
$716,000 credited to subsidized Pacific -iil- 
roads for transportation during 18 
nd 
prior years. 
For tlie lisiai year ending 
June 30, 1-84, the cxpenditnr, s were $01,­ 
762.000, of which only $2,248.000 was for 
public works. The estimates for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1887, am ounted to 
$81,782,000. which the Secretary of W ar re­ 
duced to the following amounts :

The report speaks of tlie operations of 
tlie troops in Oklahoma and Arizona at 
some length, and cites the fact that Lieu­ 
tenant-General Sheridan is now investigat­ 
ing in person the condition of affairs in th# 
latter Territory. 
The Secretary concurs in the recom­ 
mendation of Lieutenant-General Sheridan 
of concentrating troops and putting large 
garrisons >n the vicinity of large cities, and 
the addition of two companies and two 
Majors in each regiment ot infantry. The 
Secretary also concurs 
in 
the recom­ 
mendation that a legislative provision lie 
made authorizing the retention of West 
Point graduates to serve as additional Sec­ 
ond Lieutenants in the army, provided 
vacancies in the arm y are not sufficient to 
accommodate all those who graduate from 
the academy. 
The report recommends 
legislation for the improvement of th# 
militia, .and that State troops he armed 
with the same weapon as the regular army. 
The report of the Judge Advocate-Gen­ 
eral shows that 11.MX) enlisted men of th# 
arm y were tried by Court-marp'al (taring 
tiie year, but a majority of the offense* 
charged and assumed were trivial in char­ 
acter. The report recommends that power 
to punish a soldier for m inor offense* 
should be vested in tlie commanding 
officers, tiius obviating the necessity of 
numerous Courts-martial. 
The Secretary urges that as the Jttdg* 
Advocate-General has been convicted of 
certain grave offenses and suspended from 
duty for twelve years, a Judge Advocate- 
General he appointed in liis place, or some 
legislation by Congress as will meet th# 
case, in view of the fact that it will be im ­ 
possible for the suspended Judge Advocate- 
General to occupy tiie olfico, as before th* 
expiration of the sentence he will be retired 
from the army by operation of tiie law. 
The report recommends legislation to 
enable the arrest of a deserter by civil pro­ 
cess, to lim it the claims of oiiicc-rs and 
enlisted men for losses of personal property 
in time of peace, and recommends the en­ 
listment oí a trained co.dc for each compa­ 
ny, troop arid battery, and a baker for each 
garrisoned post. The Secretary speaks of 
the reports submitted upon tiie necessity 
for coast defenses and improvements of the 
Mississippi river, but makes 110 general 
recommendations. 
He urges the necessity 
for the appointment of an Assistant Secre­ 
tary of W ar.

Eus. RacORn-Usiox: 
I think Judge 
Smith, as reported in the Napa Register, is 
iu error as regards the wet season of 1S60. 
It was in 18G1 and 1S62. At that tinte 1 
was residing at the West Buttes, in Sutter 
county. 
lie is also in error as regards 
1853. The highest flood came in December, 
1852, and on the 1st of January, 1853, the 
city of Sacramento was under water. In 
tiie high water of ’til and '(>2, I went to 
the top of the Marysville Buttes and could 
see 100 mHes up the SaerantMito valley, 
and down the river as far as Stockton, aiitl 
all I could see was a great inland sea from 
the Coast Range on the west to the foot­ 
hills on the east. 
On Christmas night, December 1852. my 
sawmill down on the Cosumnes river, just 
below the forks, was swept away by the 
flood, and 200 sawlogs in the back water of 
Indian creek went down the river. On the 
1st of January, 1853, I started for Sacra­ 
mento with my horse team to obtain sup­ 
plies, but did not reacli your city because 1 
found your merchants, with their goods, on 
the south bank of the American river, in 
tents at Norristown. We had but little 
rain in January, aud none in February, 
and but little in March and April, not 
enough to cause a flood. 1 took from Nor­ 
ristown 3.600 pounds of freight with my 
ox team, brought down by my cousin, S. 
C. Wheeler, to be delivered at the forks of 
Cosumnes, for which i was paid by con­ 
tract 20 cents per pound, and my ox team 
cleared me on the trip $500. 
I believe the first high water in the sea­ 
son of '52 came in the latter part of Novem­ 
ber or first of December. The streets of 
your city were flooded, but not so as to 
drive your merchants out of Ihe city. The 
lail of the season 1V>2 in its character for 
mild weather and no frost, and, also, a 
large full of rain, very much resembles the 
present season, but I am no weather-wise 
prophet to say what it will be in 1886. 
When I was at Norristown in January, 
1853, your merchants were sending their 
goods by steamer around the north side of 
the American bridge to Norristown.
